THE CHINESE DISTURBANCE AND 
ITS EFFECT ON THE 
DRUG TRADE. 


The present deplorable condition of 
affairs in the Chinese Empire has a 
certain influence on all lines of trade, 
and, while it may have a stimulating in- 
fluence in some few directions, in a ma- 
jority of instances it has a decidedly 
disturbing effect, and this is particu- 
larly true in the lines represented by 
the Reporter. The actual fighting thus 
far has been confined to a section of 
the Empire at a considerable distance 
from several of the important ports, 
but inasmuch as business in the in- 
terlor of the country is practically at a 
standstill, the amount of trade that 
can be done with the various import 
and export towns is necessarily lim- 
ited. According to late advices, the 
situation at the ports of entry are such 
as to make it impracticable to receive 
more goods for the present. It is im- 
possible to forward goods to the in- 
terior, and the storage facilities at the 
ports are already well nigh exhausted. 
As a result, exporters in this country, 
in most instances, are not inclined to 
make further shipments on old orders, 
and no new orders are being received. 
It is not believed that native firms will 
repudiate contracts, but exporters in 
this country are taking no chances. 


The export trade from China is like- 
wise in a deplorable state. Chinese 
products are not being received at the 
coast towns from the interior, and the 
result is that the available supply of 
many articles has become practically 
exhausted. This has brought about a 


decidedly upward tendency to values 
for all Chinese merchandise, and in 
many cases substantial advances have 


AND 
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already occurred. Without exception, 
all articles which are of particular in- 
terest to the drug trade have quotably 
advanced, although the percentage of 
advance has been greater in some 
instances than in others. This is due 
to the fact that the spot supply of 
some articles has been larger than that 
of others. At first there was consid- 
erable irregularity in quotations, as 
holders differed in their opinion as to 
the seriousness of the outbreak of the 
Boxers. Within the past ten days, 
however, holders have become more 
uniform in their views, and at the 
present writing prices are not so ir- 
regular and have a decided upward 
tendency. We will briefly mention the 
advances which have occurred in the 
more important articles in which the 
drug trade is interested. 


Anise and cassia oils have probably 
excited the most attention and, owing 
to the fact that spot stocks are com- 
paratively small and in the hands of a 
few strong holders the advance has been 
proportionately greater than in most 
other articles. Six weeks ago anise oil 
was quoted at $1.38 and cassia oil at 
sixty-five cents per pound; to-day in- 
side prices range $1.75 and ninety-five 
cents respectively. Chinese canthar- 
ides have been in very slow demand 
for some time past, but they neverthe- 
less reflect the general upward _ ten- 
dency. ‘The various holders differ in 
their views and supplies can be had in 
some quarters at a lower figure than 
will buy in others. The average ad- 
vance thus far has been five cents per 
pound, but somewhat higher and more 
uniform quotations are expected 
shortly, particularly if demand picks 
up in the least. Musk has shown an 
advance of from ten to twenty per 
ecent., according to quality and seller. 
Galangal root, while of small import- 
ance, has been advanced two cents by 
some holders, while in other quarters 
the advance amounts to but one cent. 
Rhubarb root has been advanced ten 
per cent. and is very firm at the ad- 
vance. The supply here is quite lib- 
eral and one or two shipments are re- 
ported on the way. Several holders, 
however, are practically out of the 
market in anticipation of a further ad- 
vance. Star anise seed sold at nine- 
teen cents early in June, but to-day 
holders are firm in quoting twenty- 
three cents. During March, April and 
May the receipts of cassia at this port 
were very large and prices showed a 
steady decline in consequence. The 
Chinese disturbance, notwithstanding 
the large stock, has not only stopped 
the downward course of prices, but, 
during the past month there have been 
advances ranging from one and one- 
half to two cents, as to quality. 
Further advances are anticipated as 
shippers in China are continually ask- 
ing for an extension of time in which to 
make their contract-shipments. Cassia 
buds, though in small demand, are de- 
cidedly firmer, with some holders ask- 
ing an advance of one cent per pound. 
China gall nuts have been tending up- 
ward for some time past, but the pres- 
ent conditions have given them added 
strength, and an advance of four cents 
per pound has been scored within the 
past six weeks. With the exception of 
ginsing root, the quotations for the var- 
ious articles exported from the United 
States in which the Reporter is inter- 
ested, have not been influenced to any 
great extent by the Chinese disturb- 
ance. Ginsing root—the exception—oc- 
cupies a singular position. The only 
demand for the root is from China, and 
as that outlet is now shut off at a time 
when new root is beginning to reach 
the export markets, prices have shown 
a substantial decline. Last season’s 
prices ranged from $4.00 to $6.50, while 
the present nominal range which deal- 
ers are paying for the root is from two 
to four dollars, as to quality, and lower 
prices are expected. The result is that 
diggers find it an unprofitable business, 
and very little new root is being dug, 
although the offerings by the country 
merchants are quite liberal. 


While the quotations for the various 
articles mentioned above have been ad- 
vancing, the business done in them has 
been chiefly speculative, with the view 
of concentrating supplies and in antici- 
pation of higher prices in case the sup- 
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ply should fail. The fact that large 
consumers have not been active buyers 
leads many to believe that prices are 
now about as high as they will go and, 
in fact, the opinion has been expressed 
that there will soon be an easier tone 
unless present prices are supported by 
a better demand from the consuming 
trades. Much will depend, however, on 
the situation in China. An early set- 
tlement of the difficulty will naturally 
admit of increased exports from China 
while a continuance of the disturb- 
ance will tend to further restrict busi- 
ness. The situation has led many 
firms and individuals to solicit the ad- 
vice of the State and Treasury Depart- 
ments at Washington, and the Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics, Mr. O. P. 
Austen, has compiled an interesting 
table, showing the extent of our com- 
merce with the Celestial Empire. 
These figures, together with an inter- 
view, were published in the Reporter 
of July 2.

THE ADVANCE IN QUININE. 


The long predicted advance in qui- 
nine has occurred. On Friday morning 
the trade was notified of an advance of 
two cents an ounce for all brands, both 
imported and domestic. While this ad- 
vance has been expected for some time 
past, the immediate cause can be attri- 
buted to the higher prices realized at 
the Amsterdam bark sale on Thursday. 
Our cables report that practically all 
the offerings were sold at an average 
unit price ranging from 10.75 to 10.80 
Dutch cents per half kilogram. This 
was an advance of about five per cent., 
which was rather lower than was gen- 
erally expected, owing to the fact that 
shipments from Java are small and 
show no signs of increasing. Below we 
give figures showing the extent of the 
bark shipments from Java to Europe 
since January 1, 1899. It will be noticed 
that the total shipments during the first 
half of 1900 were fully 688,000 kilos.

These conditions naturally brought 


about a firm tone to the market, and at 
each of the four most recent Amster- 
dam bark sales there has been a steady 
advance in the average unit price paid.

While the statistical position of bark 
has been firm, and while the auction 
prices have been steadily advancing, 
there has not been an equivalent ad- 
vance in quotations for quinine. This 
was undoubtedly due to the fact that 
demand has been of a small jobbing 
character during the period under 
review, and also to the large stocks 
held at London, which, in the absence 
of any speculation of consequence, has 
been a sort of drag to the market. Dur- 
ing the past week, however, London has 
been tending upward and one shilling 
four and one-half pence was the ruling 
quotation immediately after the re- 
sult of the Amsterdam bark sale be- 
came known. 


The spot market is firm at the ad- 
vance. Many holders of outside lots 
are not offering; others refuse to shade 
manufacturers’ quotations of thirty- 
three cents and only a very limited 
quantity can be had under that figure. 
Owing to the policy of not selling to 
speculators, which manufacturers have 
pursued for some time past, it is be- 
lieved that the total quantity of qui- 
nine in outside hands is too small to

On Thursday after the result of the 
bark auction became known, buyers 
became active in anticipation of an ad- 
vance. Most manufacturers were not 
inclined to make contracts and some 
positively refused to do so. It is re- 
ported, however, that buyers, in most 
instances, succeeded in placing their 
contracts. On Friday and Saturday 
business was small and all delayed or- 
ders at thirty-one cents were turned 
down by the manufacturers.

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THE PRICE OF LINSEED OIL. 


The high price at which linseed oil 
has sold of late has caused considerable 
comment among consumers, who re- 
gard the present situation as somewhat 
anomalous, notwithstanding the high 
cost of seed. With the price of cash 
seed at the range prevailing during the 
past month the price asked for oil 
must be regarded as low, but buyers 
contend that the oil was made from 
seed purchased at lower prices and that 
crushers are taking advantage of the 


present seed market to exact higher 
prices than conditions warrant. That 
is the buyers’ contention, but the 


crushers do not admit this to be the 
ease. There are other factors affecting 
the present price of oil. Among these 
may be mentioned the unusually light 
supply of oil, the high range of prices 
ruling for seed for later delivery and 
the uncertainty as to the growing crop 
of seed. During the second half of last 
month and the first few days of July 
reports came of serious damage to the 
growing crop by reason of protracted 
drouth and various estimates 
sent out claiming that the crop in some 
sections was practically ruined, while 
in others the damage would reduce the 
production from ten to fifty per cent., 
and only in a few favored localities 
would the yield prove normal. This was 
the situation but afortnight ago. Since 
then copious rains have fallen where 
rain was most needed, but it is con- 
tended by some that the rains have 
come too late and at best but a partial 
recovery of the growing crops is to be 
expected. Others claim the crops have 
been benefitted to the extent of assur- 
ing a full crop, as the flax plant has 
wonderful recuperative properties, and 
that while other conditions may arise 
to injure the growing crops, present 
indications favor the belief that the 
crop of 1900 will exceed that of any 
previous year as the acreage planted to 
flax far exceeded that of any previous 
year. These are the varying opinions, 
but the fact remains that there is un- 
certainty as to the growing crop and 
speculative sellers for future delivery 
base their operations on the belief in a 
reduced production. There are other 
considerations, however, to be taken 
into account in an endeavor to forecast 
the probable future market value of 
seed and the cost and market price for 
oil, It is known that the European 
crops are short and that the higher 
values abroad will prevent the price of 
seed here from declining below a parity 
with the ruling price in Europe, and 
this, it is believed, will be higher than 
for several years. The crop in Argen- 
tina is also reported to be below the 
normal, although reports are somewhat 
conflicting. It will from the 
above that the prospects as to the fu- 
ture price of oil are decidedly uncer- 
tain. It is true large sales of oil have 
been made for delivery during October 
and later at forty-five and forty-six 
cents per gallon, but these must be re- 
garded as speculative, though crushers 
would doubtless be glad to make those 
the basis for quotations for future de- 
livery if they regarded the situation as 
warranting such a course, as high 
prices for linseed oil means an in- 
creased use of substitutes and gives the 
unscrupulous adulterator the incentive 
to continue to foist his mixtures on the 
consumer at attractive prices. The 
future of the oil market is decidedly 
uncertain, although lower prices may 
be expected, but the extent of the re- 
ductions will depend upon the crop of 
seed and the demand for American seed 
from abroad. up

can be had at the inside figure, a large 
lot could not be had except at a sub- 
stantial advance. 

It may be interesting to note that 
the present quotation is the highest 
since 1890. In that year the highest 
price reached was thirty-four cents; 
in 1891, twenty-three and one-half 
cents was highest; in 1892, sixteen cents 
was highest, and, in 1893, thirteen cents 
was the highest figure reached. Dur- 
ing the next five years prices ruled 
very steady at from eight to ten cents, 
the average price probably being nine 
cents. 

Reports of a poor catch of cuttlefish 
are always current at this season of 
the year, but this year they are more 
numerous and persistent than ever, and 
as a result are more readily accepted, 
or, at least, are accepted with a 
smaller grain of salt than has been the 
case heretofore. The Reporter's corre- 
epondents, who are perfectly reliable, 
have sent similar reports to the above. 
Our mail advices of June 30 state: 
“Every fresh arrival of bone brings 
higher prices. The first reports of an 
extremely short catch are fully con- 
firmed, and we expect to see very high 
prices this winter.’’ On the 6th inst. 
we were advised by cable: “The mar- 
ket is excited, and twenty-six cents, 
cost and freight, New York, has been 
paid for birds’ bone.”” This would seem 
to indicate that spot prices are too low, 
and that quotations should be ad- 
vanced. 

The foregoing is the general view 
taken of the situation, but, on the 
other hand, the opinion has been ex- 
pressed by several whose views are 
worthy of consideration that the pres- 
ent high prices will tend to restrict the 
demand, and will also tend to stimu- 
late the search for a substitute. Amer- 
icans have a faculty for discovering 
substitutes. If demand does fall off, or 
a substitute is found, lower prices 
may reasonably be expected. The view 
is somewhat substantiated by the fact 
that, notwithstanding the upward ten- 
dency of prices, consumers have not 
been active buyers, and the sales re- 
ported have been principally of jobbing 
quantities for immediate consumption. 
Importers and large dealers, it is re- 
ported, have thus far not been large 
purchasers of the new crop goods, and 
from this report it would seem that 
they are somewhat unsettled in their 
opinions as to the future course of 
prices. The market will continue to be 
watched with interest for some time to 


come. 
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POOR PROSPECTS FOR INDIGO 
SPECULATION. 


In our issue of the 2d inst. appeared 
an article of some length from our 
Iondon correspondent referring to the 
new regulation governing the sale of 
indigo in that market. Indigo is to be 
one of the listed products of the Lon- 
don Produce Clearing-house. The 
ostensible object in bringing the pro- 
duct under clearing-house rules is for 
the mutual protection of the buyer and 
seller of futures, both of whom are re- 
quired to put up a margin at the time 
of the sale, to guarantee the fulfillment 
of their contract, and that margin must 
be maintained as in stock transactions 
whenever, in the opinion of the clear- 
ing-house authorities, a fluctuation in

In event of either party failing to mar- 
gin up when called upon, the goods are 
sold and the unoffending party pro- 
tected. A list of exhaustive rules and 
regulations governing the Clearing- 
house transactions has been prepared 
and must be subscribed to by the par- 
ties concerned. The business, too, must 
be done through official brokers, a 
committee of whom is chosen to meet 
and fix upon daily market quotations, 
Our correspondent aptly remarks 
that it will not be a very simple mat- 
ter to explain to the legitimate traders 
of indigo just how this is guving to be of 
material advantage to them. Let us 
take the various factors interested and 
wherein their respective interest 
lies. As far as the New York market 
goes, importers here are too indepen- 
dent of London to take much interest. 
For the others there are the planters, 
the shippers or factors at Calcutta, the 
brokers, the speculators, the legitimate 
importers and the consumers at Lon- 
don, The first named can have no pos- 
sible interest; the shippers are only af- 
fected indirectly by the manipulations 
that may ensue from the Exchange 
transactions, the brokers, outside of the

favored few who will secure the 
monopoly of the business, will suffer 
the loss of trade. To the speculators 


it will, of course, be a decided step in 
the right direction; with the importers 
the chances of benefit or loss are 
about evenly balanced, according as 
their interests coincide or conflict with 
those of the speculator, and the con- 
sumers, who are supposed to regulate 
demand, will have considerably less to 
say in market quotations. The only 
parties who are sure of benefit are the 
speculators, the experts or chosen 
brokers and the Clearing-house itself. 
For the latter it is a money-making 
scheme and an attractive one. 

While the impetus that will be given 
to speculation will likely attract 
greater interest to the indigo trade, 
the move has come too late to be of 
any lasting or practical value. Had 
the innovation been made say four or 
five years ago, when vegetable indigo 
had the market to itself, there would 
have been a chance for’ speculative 
business of considerable proportions 
and for wide manipulation upon a se- 
cure basis to the operators. As it is 
now, it is doubtful if sufficient interest 
can be aroused, because the substitu- 
tion of the synthetic article at com- 
petitive prices must confine volumes, 
either real or fictitious, to rather nar- 
row limits. You can only corner a 
market when you can control the out- 
put of the raw product. Synthetic 
indigo is an article, the raw ma- 
terial of which would be harder to 
corner than the wheat of the world; 
and then, again, it is competing so suc- 
cessfully with the vegetable dye that 
according to conservative opinion it is 
only a question of time when the lat- 
ter will be entirely superseded. 

Under all the circumstances, there- 
fore, it is hard to see any benefit likely 
to accrue from the new regulations at 
London, for in the matter of protec- 
tion, if the speculative element were 
only omitted, there would be no need 
for it. Legitimate traders usually take 
care to deal with responsible parties 
or exact some sort of security, and 
speculation can never be popular or 
lasting in an article which is begin- 
ning to have so well defined a value. 


It is somewhat surprising that a dis- 
trict in this country, now reported to 
be rich in its resources of lead and zinc, 
should not have been known until 
within a very few months. The district 
is in a remarkably central location and 
easy of access to the great markets of 
the country. In Livingston and Crit- 
tenden counties, Kentucky, large de- 
posits have been found, and are now 
being developed. Fluorspar, lead and 
zinc are taken from the same mine. 
The veins are stated to be from 4 to 40 
feet in width, and from 2 to 5 miles 
apart. The pay dirt runs 20 to 42 per 
cent. zine, 18 to 25 per cent. lead and 
30 to 60 per cent. fluorspar, thus mak- 
ing only about 10 per cent. waste. Not- 
withstanding the short time since this 
district has been deevloped, some 20 
mines have been opened and are now 


being worked.

By reason of his two years’ service, he 
says, the defendant became indebted 
to him in the sum of $11,340, of which 
$4,136 has been paid, leaving due the 
sum sued for. 


George K. Birge, of Buffalo, whose 
plant is a part of the National Wall 
Paper Company, is reported as saying 
that a meeting of the directors and 
large stockholders will be held next 
Tuesday, and at that time definite ac- 
tion with regard to the winding up of 
the trust’s affairs will be taken. The 
directors, however, who hold 70 per 
cent. of the stock, are unanimous in 
their intention to close up the business 
of the company, and that can be done 
very speedily, as there are no out- 
standing debts to speak of. The plants 
owned by the trust will be offered for 
sale. The trust has a lease on the Birge 
plant, and a company will probably be 
organized to operate it, in order to get 
a share of the business that will be 
thrown into the market upon the dis- 
solution of the trust. 


The Alleghany Plate Glass Co. has 
applied for a charter under the laws 
ot Pennsylvania. The nominal capital 
is to be $500,000 and the company pro- 
poses to build a large plant near Hite 
Station on the W. P. R. R. A site of 
80 acres of level ground on the Alle- 
gheny River has’ been’ purchased. 
Among the persons interested in the 
new enterprise are Charles B. McLean, 
one of the directors of the United 
States Glass Co.; H. M. Brackenridge, 
president of the Tarentum Glass Co., 
Tarentum, Pa.; Frank S. Brockett, 
former superintendent of the Charleroi 
and Creighton plants of the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co., and several other Pitts- 
burgh capitalists. The company will 
make a specialty of thin plate glass. 
When the factory is completed about 
300 men will be employed. 


President Major, of the American 
Linseed Company, is quoted from Chi- 
cago as follows in regard to matters 
likely to come before the stockholders 
for action at the annual meeting: “The 
following four plans will be seriously 
discussed before the annual meeting. 
One of them, I presume, will be adopt- 
ed, but which one I cannot say. No, 1 
is to increase the working capital 
through direct use of the surplus for 
that purpose. No. 2 is to buy preferred 
stock in the open market and to use it, 
if the banks approve, for collateral on 
which to obtain larger loans of work- 
ing capital. A great saving between 
the dividend rate and the rate for 
money could thereby be gained. No. 3 
is to simply buy in preferred stock and 
cancel it. No. 4 is to pay a dividend on 
the common stock. The accounts of 
the company will be made up to 
August and the annual meeting of the 
company will be held September 11.” 
The Darlington Oil and Ice Manufac- 
turing Company, of Charleston, S. C., 
has changed the name of its corpora- 
tion, so as to avoid any possible con- 
fusion, and will take out its charter 
under the name of the Pee-Dee Oil and 
Ice Company. The corporators, capi-

Five miles west of Cutler, Washing- 
ton county, O., and just across the line 
in Athens county, on the line of the 
Marietta & Cincinnati railroad, P. 
Golden has drilled in a test well that is 
showing for a good producer from the 
first Cow Run sand at a depth of less 
than 200 feet. The well flowed 25 bar- 
rels the first six hours after the pay 
was tapped. 

The Big Injun sand territory west of 
Stringtown, Tyler county, W. Va., 
again demonstrated its ability to pro- 
duce a gusher when the South Penn 
drilled in its No. 3 on the David Mu- 
riner farm and got a producer that 
Started to flow at the rate of 20 barrels 
an hour as g300n as the drill tapped the 
pay. There are still 5 wells in this dis- 
trict, each making better than 100 bar- 
rels a day. 

The latest gauge from the Carter Oil 
Co, strike on the Il. N. Riffer farm in 
Doddridge county, six miles southwest 
or the Wallace gusher in Harrison 
county, gave its production as 170 bar- 
rels for 24 hours. There has been no 
effort made to increase the production 
since drilled in, owing to insufficient 
tankage having been provided and 
awaiting pipe line connection. Both 
the size and location of the well make 
it the most important strike in the past 
three months, 

Apparently the kerosene companies 
in Kchigo province, Japan, are at pres- 
ent in a most prosperous condition ow- 
ing to the successful business thus far 
carried on by them all. For instance, 
the Kuranushi Kerosene Company in 
that province, declared at its regular 
meeting held there on the 15th inst., a 
dividend of over 40 per cent. per an- 
num, or of 5 yen per share, bearing a 
face value of yen 50 sen. The Ta- 
katsuya Kercserne Company, of the same 
place, declared a dividend of 60 per 
cent. per annum, or 12 yen per share, 
on the 15th, when the general meeting 
of the concern was convened. The Ta- 
karada Kerosene Company declared a 
dividend at the rate of 40.8 per cent. per 
annum. 

The report of operations in the Cor- 
sicana oil field for the month ending 
June 30 shows as follows: Number of 
wells completed, 26; number of produc- 
ing wells, 19; number of gas wells, 3; 
dry holes, 4; wells abandoned, 9; num- 
ber of wells drilling at close of the 
month, 16; number of rigs ready to be- 
gin work, 6. This, in connection with 
former operations, makes the status of 
the field at this time as follows: Total 
number of producing wells now being 
operated, 485; total number of gas wells 
not included in the above, 18; total num- 
ber of dry holes, 161; total number of 
wells abandoned since the opening of 
the field, 154. The total output of the 
field for June was in excess of the May 
output, which was in excess of that of 
any former month. 

Since the opening of navigation the 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
Railways have been severe sufferers 
from the loss of their oil traffic from 
Detroit eastward. To meet the compe- 
tition of the boats the railways have 
made radical reductions in their tariff 
on oil from Detroit to Toronto. The 
charge was formerly 24 cents per hun- 
dredweight, but it is now placed at 
17 cents, a reduction of nearly 30 per 
cent. To Montreal the rate has also 
been cut by 14 cents per hundred- 
weight. From Cleveland to Detroit the 
rate is 74% cents, making a rate of 24 
cents from Cleveland to Toronto, which 
is even lower than the present trans- 
portation by water. The same roads 
have made a cut for carriage eastward 
from Petrola and Sarnia, with the ex- 
ception of the rates to Toronto. 
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Dr. Frederick Humphreys. 


Frederick Humphreys, M. D., one of 
the earliest and best known disciples 
of homoeopathy in the country and the 
originator of ‘Humphreys’ Homoeo- 
pathic Specifics,” died on Sunday, July 
8, in his summer home at Monmouth 
Beach, N. J. He was born in Marcel- 
lus, Onondaga county, N. Y., on March 
11, 1816. His father, Erastus Humph- 
reys, Was a physician of the old school. 
Dr. Humphreys received an education 
in the public schools and at Auburn 
Academy. For two years he was a 
clerk in a store in Auburn, and then, at 
the age of 16, went South with his 
brother, Julius, and an uncle to en- 
gage in the clock business, which he 
followed for three years. In 1837 he 
married Miss Cornelia Palmer, of Au- 
burn, who died on June 4, 1840, leaving 
one son. After teaching school at 
Chillicothe, O., for three years he 
studied for the ministry of the Meth- 
odist Church, and for five years was an 
itinerant minister serving a year suc- 
cessively in Worthington, O., and at 
Cayuga, Cortlandville, New Hartford 
and Utica. In 1845 he was ordained an 
elder at Utica. In 1843 he married 
Frances Maria Sperry, of Ludlowville, 
N. Y. In 1844 he settled in Utica and 
united with his father in the practice 
of medicine. The winters of 1848, 1849 
and 1850 were passed at the Homoeo- 
pathic Medical College, in Philadelphia, 
From 1848 to 1852 Dr. Humphreys made 
a careful investigation, the results of 
which he published in the “Proving of 
the Apis Melliffica; or, Poison of the 
Honey Bee.” He employed his office 
assistant, George Washburn, in catch- 
ing these insects alive, and he extract- 
ed their poison from them by inclos- 
ing them in a large mouthed bottle, 
shaking them until they were enraged 
and pouring alcohol over them, thus 
securing the mother tincture of the 
virus. Armed with this novel infusion, 
he began a series of experiments by 
administering the medicine to himself, 
his wife, his students, patrons and 
friends, and for two years devoted 
himself to careful observation of the 
results. Then, at a meeting of the 
Central New York Homoeopathic Med- 
ical Society, he presented his discov- 
eries in an address of great interest. 
The tincture was distributed among 
the physicians present, and they co- 
operated with Dr. Humphreys by send- 
ing him their reports of symptoms and 
cures. In 1852 he issued the mono- 
graph above referred to, and is cred- 
ited with having made therein one of 
the important contributions to the ma- 
teria medica of the homoeopathic 
school. Dr. Humphreys was one of the 
most prominent in the formation of 
the Central New York Homoeopathic 
Medical Society, and in its reorganiza- 
tion as the New York State Homoeo- 
pathic Medical Society. Later he was 
elected chairman of the Bureau for the 
Augmentation and Improvement of the 
Materia Medica of the American Insti- 
tute of Homoeopathy. 

In 1853 Dr. Humphreys removed to 
New York city, and was soon called to 
the chair of homoeopathic institutes 
and practices of medicine at his old 
college in Philadelphia, where he 
served four years. For some years he 
had been maturing a plan for the prep- 
aration of homoeopathic medicines for 
popular use, and had invented a num- 
ber of combinations, which he termed 
his “Homoeopathic Specifics.” Dr. 
Humphreys put his discoveries into 
practice under the name of Humph- 
reys’ Specifics, and organized the 
Humphreys’ Homoeopathic Remedy 
Company in 1854. He was an Iinterest- 
ed worker in the Proprietary Associa- 
tion, and was its president. In the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation he was well known. 

Dr. Humphreys was always interest- 
ed in religious work. He organized the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in West 
Utica, N. ¥., bought the edifice, made 
the first payment and secured the pas- 
tor. He was active in the building of 
Trinity Church, in Asbury Park, and 
efficient in placing the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest, in New York city, upon 
a satisfactory basis. He had been 
warden there many years. 





Dr. Humphreys leaves two sons, 
Frederick H. and the Rev. F. Landon 
Humphreys. Dr. Humphreys’ home 


was at No. 22 West Thirty-ninth street. 
He had, besides, a summer home at 
Monmouth Beach and a winter home in 
Southern Georgia, 





Hon, Nathaniel F, Ryder. 


Hon. Nathaniel F. Ryder, for several 
years a member of the Governors 
Council from the First district, died at 
his home in Middleboro, Mass., om 
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Thursday morning, July 5, aged 55. He 
had been afflicted with Bright’s disease 
for a long time. Mr. Ryder served 
four full terms under the administra- 
tion of Governors Greenhalge and Wol- 
cott, retiring from office last January. 
He was a successful varnish manvfac- 
turer, and was a member of the firm of 
Burbank & Ryder, of Boston, and was 
a member of the Paint and Oil Club, of 
New England. He leaves a widow and 
one son. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Paint and Oil Club of New England 
held a special meeting Friday morn- 
ing, in the office of E. & F. King & 
Co., for the purpose of taking action 
on the death of Mr. Ryder. 

In the absence of the president, Mr. 
Daniel G. Tyler presided. Ex-Presi- 
dents Geo. L. Gould and J. W. Hoff- 
man and Robert D. Archer Wm. B. 
Bird, Albert E. Carr were appointed to 
attend the funeral, Sunday, July 8, 
from Mr. Ryder’s late residence in 
Middleboro. 

Secretary Willis and Robert D. Arch- 
er were appointed to prepare resolu- 
tions, and the following was adopted:— 

“With deep regret, the members of 
the paint, oil and varnish trade of Bos- 
ton hear of the death of Hon. Nathan- 
fel F. Ryder, of the firm of Burbank 
& Ryder, who passed away, after a 
protracted illness, at his home in Mid- 
dleboro, Mass., Thursday morning, 
July 5, 1900. 

“Mr, Ryder was a_ successful busi- 
ness man, who attained an enviable po- 
sition in the commercial world through 
his own efforts, supplemented by ster- 
ling integrity. Not only as a business 
man did he reach distinction, but he 
was highly honored by his fellow citi- 
zens, serving for several years as a 
member of the Governor’s Council, ex- 
tending through four full terms under 
the administration of Governors Green- 
halge and Wolcott, retiring from of- 
fice in January last.

Bauxite in Georgia 
Reports of several discoveries of 


bauxite in the State of Georgia have 
been published, but further than the 
bare announcement and the usual 
claims of the extent of the ore deposit 
and its quality, no information has 
been made public. The Reporter there- 
fore instituted inquiries and is enabled 
to lay the following information be- 
fore its readers:— 

In Bartow county several deposits 
have been found, some of them very 
favorably located for mining, being 
near railroads, and they are of excep- 
tional quality and whiteness, the soil 
above being filled with nodules of 
bauxite varying in size from that of 
peas to large boulders, while about ten 
feet down the ore appears as a solid 
mass, In other sections the solid ore 
is found thirty or more feet below the 
surface. At other points the ore found 
is decidedly red and the deposit soft. 
These deposits are all on elevated 
ground and the transportation to the 
railroad will be easy and inexpensive, 
their distance varying from a few rods 
to a mile, and as varying qualities are 
found the market can be supplied with 
the grades required. 

In Floyd county extensive beds of 
soft ore have been discovered, which 
are apparently of volitic structure and 
contains comparatively few boulders. 
One deposit is being worked and a tun- 
nel has been driven into the side of the 
hill into solid ore, nearly 300 feet. This 
is somewhat further from railroad con- 
nection, but the ore is of high grade, 
containing from 3 to 7 per cent. of sil- 
ica and about 60 per cent, of alumina. 
The Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
Company has a deposit in this county 
from which they have taken over 8,000 
tons of rock, but notwithstanding that 
it is not so favorably located, being 
more remote from the railroad, and the 
hauling is partly up hill, it is regarded 
as a very desirable and profitable baux- 
ite property. 

Various other pits have been dug, 
the ore exposed and its profitable ex- 
tent determined, a number on what is 
known as the Sloan property. The de- 
posit here appears to be very extensive 
and some ore has been mined, the 
quality varying at the several pits, the 
contents of silica varying at different 
points from 6.90 to 17, of alumina from 
54.60 to 61.40, and of ferric oxide from 
0.82 to 1.79 per cent. 

The working of bauxite ore in this 
country dates back about twelve years 
and has increased steadily, the amount 
mined in 1898 being reported at 25,000 
tons and in 1899 over 37,000 tons. The 
ore from American mines, and espe- 
cially from Georgia, is in favor by rea- 
son of the comparative freedom from 
silica and iron, the percentage in some 
sections being remarkably small, and in 
some merely a trace of the latter. The 
production this year, it is expected, will 
double that of 1899 and already a con- 
siderable demand exists for American 
bauxite from Europe. 

Samples of ore taken from pits in 
Bartow county, Ga., show silica 1.16, 
alumina 64.40, ferric oxide 1.90 and 
water 31.94 per cent. This shows the 
ore to be better than any foreign ore 
on the market, and as the percentage 
of iron decreases as the depth increases 
the quality will steadily improve.

The Free Alcohol Claims, 

Washington, July 13, 1900. 

The Committee of Manufactures 
formed to assist in securing the enact- 
ment of a bill giving the free alcohol 
claimants another day in court is mak- 
ing very energetic and highly success- 
ful efforts to bring out the facts with 
regard to the equities of manufactur- 
ers who have filed claims under Section 
61, and arrangements are being made 
to begin a vigorous campaign in No- 
vember along entirely new lines with a 
view to bringing the influence of the 
claimants and the press in all sections 



































of the country to bear upon the mem- 
bers of Congress. In a letter emanat- 
ing from the committee the communti- 
cations of manufacturers recently pub- 
lished in the Reporter, as well as the 
present attitude of certain members of 
the Ways and Means Committee, are 
interestingly commented upon. The 
committee says:— 

“The extent and diversity of the inter- 
ests concerned, and the sound equities on 
which the claims for rebates rest, as 
shown by the large number of letters 
which have been received from the claim- 
ants and filed with the Committee on 
Ways and Means, together with the fact 
that all the influential daily newspapers 
of the country, regardless of party affili- 
ations, are willing to assist the manu- 
facturers, warrants the conclusion that 
such opposition as confronts the bill can 
be overcome, and the desired legislation 
enacted during the next session of Con- 
gress. 

“The claims under Section 61 are founded 
on a clear and indisputable law of Con- 
gress, which was in force twenty-one 
months, and the United States Courts 
having failed to maintain the rights to re- 
bate given by that law, on the technical 
defense that the law was annulled by the 
refusal of Secretary Carlisle to comply 
with its provisions, it is now the plain 
duty of Congress to legislate so as to 
carry out the intent of the law. The real 
grievance of the manufacturers inter- 
ested is that the majority opinion of the 
Supreme Court in the Dunlap Test Case 
ignores the fundamental principle on 
which these claims rest, which is, that 
the taxing power rests exclusively with 
Congress, and that Congress could not, 
even though it wished, delegate to the 
Secretary of the Treasury the right to 
tax or free from tax, at his discretion, 
alcohol used in the arts.” 

Continuing, the committee states that 
no doubt is entertained that the prin- 
cipal obstacle to the enactment of the 
bill *-s been the determined opposi- 
tion uc Chairman Payne of the Ways 
and Means Committee, and that while 
the grounds for his attitude can only 
be conjectured, it is believed that he is 
actuated by a friendly disposition to- 
ward the wood alcohol interests. 


“It was shown,” continues the commit- 
tee, ‘at the hearing of the Russell bill 
before the Ways and Means Committee 
on March 20th that the belief that the 
wood alcohol interests would be injured by 
the enactment of that bill had led Repre- 
sentative Dalzell, a prominent member of 
that committee and a close and influen- 
tial friend of Mr. Payne, to declare him- 
self opposed to the bill. 

“As a matter of fact the enactment of 
the Russell bill would in no way injure 
the producers of wood alcohol, as it re- 
lates solely to alcohol used between Aug- 
ust 28, 1894, and June 3, 1896, and would 
not, therefore, result in the substitution 
of grain alcohol for wood alcohol. But 
owing to the fact that wrile Section 61 
was in force grain alcohol was undoubt- 
edly used to a very large extent in place 
of wood alcohol, there is a general, 
though erroneous, impression that in 
some way the enactment of the Russell 
bill would prove detrimental to the wood 
alcohol interests. 

“Whatever Mr. Payne’s real reason for 
opposing the Russell bill may be, it is 
certainly a very curious state of affairs 
that one member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, coming from a _ district in 
which there are few manufacturing in- 
dustries, and none in which alcohol is 
used, should be able to prevent the en- 
actment of legislation to remedy an in- 
justice to a large number of prominent 
manufacturers in all sections of the coun- 
try, even though that legislation is unan- 
imously demanded by the press. And we 
believe that when the situation is clearly 
presented to the members of Congress 
representing districts in which the man- 
ufacturers having claims under Section 
61 are located, they will resent Mr, 
Payne's interference and insist on the en- 
actment of the Russell bill.” 


Communications from prominent 
manufacturers continue to pour in upon 
the Ways and Means Committee, pro- 
testing against the view taken by cer- 
tain of its members that the claimants 
have no equities in the rebates they 
have endeavored to secure. The case 
of the manufacturers has been greatly 
strengthened by these communications, 
some of which emphasize the extent to 
which the trade has made losses since 
Section 61 was repealed, by reason of 
the lowering of prices while the section 
was in force, and which, because of 
commercial conditions, could not there- 
after be restored to the former level. 
Following are interesting extracts from 
some of these communications:— 


Jas. Kirk & Co., Soap Manufacturers, 
Chicago, Ill.—In referring to the report 
of the hearing on House bill (H. R. 5765) 
permit us to say that when the Revenue 
Act of 1894 was made a law, we were 
heavy users of tax-paid alcohol in the 
manufacture of our product. Not doubt- 
ing that we would ultimately receive a 
rebate of the tax as provided by Section 
61 of the above mentioned law, our sell- 
ing price was not chenged, notwith- 
standing the increase in cost of grain al- 
cohol, having confidence in the govern- 
ment’s promise expressed in the law that 








we could be rebated, and had we not esiiliictidiciricmcciats ieee ei i i ee ae ee ee ee ee ee as Ee 
confidence we certainly would have used 
untaxed alcohol. Nor do we think that 
the members of your committee are cor- 
rect in their opinion that the burden of 
this tax fell to the consumer, for, as 
above stated, our selling prices were not 
changed. We are not asking for a rebate 
that we do not consider we are justly en- 
titled to, nor do we think we should suffer 
a loss (as such it would be if the re- 
bate is not paid) owing to the careless- 
hess or neglect of a public servant to en- 
force the law. We hope that our claims 
will be allowed if the necessary acts are 
established before the Court of Claims. 

Johnson & Johnson, New Brunswick, 
N. J.—In connection with the bill intro- 
duced by Hon. Charles A. Russell (H. R. 
5765), we beg to state that, as manufac- 
turing chemists, we have a claim for re- 
bates on alcohol used by us under sec- 
tion 61 of the Wilson law. At the time 
that said section was in force we carried 
on an export trade, using, except in a few 
instances, domestic tax paid alcohol, in- 
stead of foreign alcohol, on which we 
could have received a drawback of the 
custom duties, this giving us alcohol 
practically free of tax for our foreign 
trade. Had it not been for the govern- 
ment’s promise to pay us a rebate of the 
tax on domestic alcohol, we should have 
used the foreign product, and the Govern- 
ment would not have received the tax 
paid by us on the alcohol used in manu- 
facturing for export. About the time that 
section 61 was enacted, we entered into 
the manufacture of a new preparation, 
in which alcohol was used in considerable 
quantities, and of which the price was 
based upon the supposition that we would 
certainly receive the rebate, in accordance 
with the provisions of the law in question. 
This resulted in a serious financial loss, 
on account of our not receiving the re- 
bates, and after the repeal of section 61 
we practically abandoned the proposition 
referred to. Under the above circum- 
stances we shall have been subjected to 
a direct loss by the government's failure 
to carry out the will of Congress, unless 
Congress now legislates so as to allow the 
U. S. Courts to pass upon our claims, 
and we therefore ee, urge that 
_ Russell bill should become law. 

California Fig Syrup Company, Louis- 
ville, Ky.—As manufacturers of medicinal 
compounds, we are interested in the bill 
introduced by Representative Russell, of 
Connecticut, and would respectfully sub- 
mit that the rebates having been original- 
ly allowed by an act of Congress, which 

was in force twenty-one months, are just- 
ly due us and should be paid. ‘Section 48 
of the revenue act of 1894 increased the 
tax on alcohol nearly 40 cents per gallon 
of the degree of proof used by us, and 
this tax was at once added to the cost 
of the alcohol used in our laboratory. We 
did not, however, add this increased cost 
to the price of our good@ as we confident- 
ly expected that section 61 of the revenue 
act, providing for a rebate of the tax on 
alcohol when used in the arts or in medic- 
inal compounds, would be executed in the 
same way as all other sections of that 
law. Congress repealed section 61 in 1896, 
but we did not even then advance our 
prices to correspond with the _ higher 
prices of alcohol, as we believed that the 

U. S. courts would sustain our rights 
to the rebates given under section 61, 
even eve Secretary Carlisle refused to 
obey the law. We will therefore have suf- 
fered a heavy financial loss through the 
enactment of section 61, and Secretary 
Carlisle’s failure to execute the statute, 
unless Congress now sets aside the tech- 
nical defense that rights given by a law 
can be destroyed through the govern- 
ment’s failure to enforce the law. A 
portion of the alcohol on which we claim 
a rebate was used in making goods for 
export. If it had not been for the Gov- 
ernment’s promise to refund the internal 
revenue tax on such alcohol, we could 
have used foreign alcohol, and under the 
customs drawback law we would have 
secured a refund of the customs duties on 
all goods exported, thus making the al- 
cohol for such export trade tax free. The 
amount of internal revenue tax on the 
domestic alcohol used instead of such for- 
eign alcohol, would, therefore, never have 
gone into the U. 8. Treasury. Schedule 
B of the war revenue law has heavily 
burdened our industry with a_ special 
stamp tax on our product. This tax 
amounts to at least four per cent. on the 
price we receive for our goods, and had 
been a direct loss to us, as it has not 
been added to our prices, and the consum- 
ers have not had to pay more for our 
goods. We think that it must be very 
evident to your honorable committee that 
it is unfair for the Government to refuse 
to keep its promise to a class of manu- 
facturers, while compelling them to pay 
out of their own pockets an oppressive 
tax on their products, and we would 
therefore ask your favorable considera- 
tion for the Russell bill. 

Wells & Richardson, Burlington, Vt.—We 
wish to respectfully submit the following 
statement in regard to our claim for re- 
bates on alcohol used by us while section 
61 of the revenue act was in force: The 
alcohol on which we became entitled to a 
rebate under that law was used by us in 
the manufacture of medicinal compounds 
between August 28, 1894, and June 3, 1896, 
on which latter date section 61 was re- 
pealed by Congress. As section 48 of the 
revenue act of 1894 increased the tax on 
alcohol nearly 40 cents per gallon of com- 
mercial alcohol, the price of the alcohol 
used by us was increased to the same ex- 
tent, thus greatly adding to the cost of 
manufacturing our goods. But as we re- 
lied on the government’s promise to pay 
us a rebate of the internal revenue tax 
on alcohol used according to the provi- 
sions of section 61, we made no increase 
as we would have 


in our selling prices, 
done if it had not been for the govern- 
ment’s agreement to repay the tax. Not 


only did we make no advance on prices 
when the tax on alcohol was advanced, 
but when section 61 was repealed in 1896 
we did not increase the price of our prod- 
uct, as we were confident that the rebates 
would ultimately be paid by the govern- 
ment, though we were still paying about 
49 cents per gallon more for our'-alcohol. 
We have, therefore, lost the entire 
amount represented by the 40 cents per 
gallon increased tax on the alcohol used 
by us for the past six years, and the con- 
sumers of our goods have received the 
benefit of lower prices than would have 
been the case if section 61 had not been 
enacted. While section 61 was in force 
we used a part of the alcohol on which 
rebate is claimed in the manufacture of 








goods for export, as we have branch 
houses in Great Britain and Australia. 
If it had not been for the government's 
agreement to refund the tax on domestic 
alcohol we would have used foreign al- 
cohol, and under the customs drawback 
law we would have received a drawback 
of the duty paid on such alcohol when our 
export goods were exported. We are now 
using foreign alcohol for our export trade, 
thus receiving practically tax free alcohol. 
We do not think we should be punished 
by the government because we trusted to 
its promise and used taxed domestic al- 
cohol instead of foreign alcohol, which 
would have been tax free for all our ex- 
ported goods. 

3oericke & Tafel, Manufacturing chem- 
ists, Philadelphia. anit connection with our 
claim for rebate under section 61 of the 
Wilson law, we beg to make the follow- 
ing statement: In no case did we increase 
the price of our goods, although the tax 
on alcohol was then increased some 38 
cents a commercial gallon, but in many 
cases we actually reduced our prices in 
anticipation of receiving a rebate of the 
alcohol tax. During the same time in the 
manufacture of our export goods we used 
domestic alcohol, instead of foreign al- 
cohol, upon which we would have received 
back 99 per cent of the duty. The effect 
of the passage of section 61, instead of 
giving us alcohol as a free raw material, 
has been to compel us to bear a heavy 
burden of taxation, most of it due to our 
implicit faith that a promise of the gov- 
ernment to exempt from taxation was 
sacred, and would be lived up to,by its 
ofticers. We do not use wood alcohol in 
our business in any manner, shape, or 
form. 

Ladd & Coffin, New York.—We have re- 
ceived a printed copy of the hearings be- 
for the honorable Committee on Ways and 
Means relative to H. B. 5765, introduced 
by the Hon. Charles A. Russell, of Con- 
necticut, and we observe that the prin- 
cipal consideration in the minds of some 
of the members of the committee, was 
whether the claims arising under section 
61 of the general revenue act of August 
28, 1894, are equitable. As we have filed 
a claim in the Court of Claims at Wash- 
ington for alcohol used in the manufac- 
ture of perfumery under the provisions of 
said sections, we would respectfully direct 
you attention to the equities on which 
said claim may be based: 1. Although 
the tax on alcohol was increased 38 cents 
per commercial gallon testing 188 degrees 
proof, we made no advance in the price 
of our goods. 2, We export our goods to 
various foreign markets, where they are 
sold in competition with similar goods 
produced by European manufacturers, 
who are paid a drawback of the tax on 
the alcohol so used by their respective 
governments. The laws of this country 
prohibit the allowance of drawback on 
domestic tax-paid alcohol, except when 
imported in the original packages in which 
it was contained at the time the tax was 
paid. For various reasons, which we are 
informed are understood by your honor- 
able committee, it is impracticable for us 
to operate under the law authorizing the 
use of alcohol free of tax in manufactur- 
ing processes in a bonded export ware- 
house. When Schedule B of the war 
revenue act was considered by your hon- 
orable committee, it was believed that 
manufacturers would experience no diffi- 
culty in shifting the tax to the consumer. 
In so far as manufacturing perfumers are 
concerned, they have borne 80 to 90 per 
cent. of the tax assessed by that schedule. 

Billings, Clapp & Co., Manufacturing 
Chemists, Boston, Mass.—In looking over 
the reports of the hearing before your 
committee on the Russell bill (H. R. 5765), 
we note some considerable doubt in the 
minds of some of the committee as to 
where any actual loss had been suffered 
by manufacturers from the failure to is- 
sue regulations by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. In this connection we wish to 
state the facts in regard to our claim 
where there is question that actual loss 
has been incurred. When the bill of 
which sections 61 was a part went into 
operation, it increased very materially 
the internal revenue tax on alcohol, and 
this increased by the same proportion the 
cost of fluid extracts, tinctures, etc., es- 
pecially on fluid extracts, which, for the 
most part, are made with either full 
strength or nearly full strength alcohol. 
At this time, acting under the belief that 
the executive would execute the law 
passed by Congress granting this rebate 
on alcohol used in medicine, we instructed 
our salesmen who travel over the greater 
part of the United States, that in spite 
of the increased cost of this class of prep- 
arations, and in spite of the fact that to 
large buyers they were sold at small 
margin of profit, we would not advance 
the prices thereof in the least. That, in 
addition to this, where customers were 
prepared to buy considerable quantities, 
they could actually shade the prices we 
had been selling at before the increase in 
the tax on alcohol. All of our sales while 
section 61 was on the statute books were 
at prices 
fore the passage of this bill, and in a 
great many cases these sales were made 
at prices actually lower than those in 
force before the enactment of this law. 
As a result, about 90 per cent of the 
thousands of gallons of fluid extracts and 
similar preparations which were sold be- 
fore the repeal of section 61 were sold 
at prices considerably lower than those 
which we would have charged had we 
anticipated that 
would not be actually granted to the 
manufacturers, and a very considerable 
proportion of these sales were at prices 
lower than those in force before the ad- 
vance in the tax on alcohol. 

Seely Manufacturing Co., Perfumers, 
Detroit, Mich.—We notice in the report of 
the hearing before your committee on the 
Russell bill in relation to section 61 of the 
revenue act of 1894, that there was some 


question as to whether the manufacturers | 


who have claims for rebate on alcohol 
under the law were injured by the failure 
of Secretary Carlisle to comply with the 
provisions of the Wilson law giving a re- 
bate of the tax on alcohol used in the 
arts. In this connection we beg to state 
that, relying on the government’s con- 
tract to refund the tax on alcohol used in 
the arts, we used taxed grain alcohol to 
a large extent, where we could have used 
untaxed wood alcohol, making no ad- 
vance in our prices to correspond with 
the increased cost of our materials. The 


amount of this difference between the 
cost of taxed grain alcohol and the un- 
taxed wood alcohol, about $1.50 per gallon, 
will therefore be a direct loss to us unless 


as low as those in operation be- | 


the relief section 61} 
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we receive the rebates promised by law. 
In regard to articles in the manufacture 
of which wood alcohol could not be used 
we made no increase in our prices, though 
the cost of the grain alcohol was in- 
creased nearly 40 cents per gallon by rea- 
son of the additional tax imposed by the 
law of which section 61 was a part. On 
the contrary. larger discounts were given, 
with the full expectation that we would 
be repaid the internal revenue tax. We 

may add that we are compelled by the 
war revenue law of 1898 to pay_a heavy 
stamp tax on many of our goods to the 
consumer. We do not think it just that 
the government should repudiate its con- 
tract to exempt us from a tax, while 

making us pay a special tax which Is con- 
fined to one or two industries.

An Important Customs Ruling. 


Washington, July 13, 1900. 

The Treasury Department has made a 
customs ruling that will doubtless be 
carried to the courts to test its validity, 
and which, if sustained, is likely to re- 
sult in the material modification of the 
conditions under which customs brokers 
transact the business of their importing 
clients. The Department holds in effect 
that all the entries of a broker, whether 
made in his own name alone or in his 
name for his client, must be considered | 
together in any calculation involving | 
moneys due from the Government to 
him, or from him to the Government. 
In particular, claims for refunds pre- 
sented by brokers on entries made in 
their name, or in their name for import- 
ers, will not be paid if the Government 
had claims for advances, additional du- | 
ties, or undervaluation penalties pend- 
ing against them. 

The ruling of the Department has 
been made upon a case arising at the 
port of Chicago, where Messrs, Chas. D. 
Stone & Co., customs brokers, have filed 
a claim for the refund of $71.80 due 
them under a decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers as to the proper du- 
tiable classification of a certain import- 
ation of merchandise. Under’ the 
rules of the customs services, 
in order to secure this’ refund 
it is necessary to procure a_ cer- 
tificate from the collector at the port 
where the refund is claimed to the ef- 
fect that the claimant does not appear 
on the records of the office as indebted 
to the United States. In this case, how- 
ever, Messrs. Stone & Co. had subse- 
quently imported another consignment 
of so-called synthetic violet perfumery 
and musk for third parties, which the 
appraising officers declared to be un- 
dervalued more than 50 per cent. As 
this merchandise had been delivered 
the case was reported to the United 
States Attorney with a recommendation 
that suit be brought to recover the reg- 
ular and additional duties claimed, 
amounting to $802.60. Under the cir- 
cumstances the collector was disposed 
to hold not only that he could not law- 
fully certify that Messrs. Stone & Co. 
were not indebted to the United States, 
but also that the indebtedness was an 
off-set to the refund claimed. In order 
to satisfy himself on this point, he ad- 
dressed a letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, setting out the facts, which, 
together with a statement by Messrs. 
Stone & Co., have been carefully consid- 
ered, and the following reply addressed 
to the collector:— 


“It appears that the refund, under the 
decision of the Board of General Apprais- 
ers, is to be made by certified statement, 
upon which you are required to certify 
that Messrs. Stone & Co. do not appear 
on the records of your office as indebted 
to the United States; that acting under 
Department’s rulings, you have forwarded 
to the United States attorney, for the in- 
stitution of legal proceedings a statement 
of facts wherein it appears that regular 
and additional duty, amounting to $802.1,

accruing on an importation by Messrs. 
Stone & Co., in no way connected with 
the refund case, has not been paid, and 


that while it has not yet been determined 
by the courts whether duties assessed 
in the case reported to the United States 
attorney constitute an indebtedness, and 
are to be collected in addition to the for- 
feiture of the merchandise, you prefer in- 
structions from the Department before 
forwarding a certified statement. 

“Messrs. Stone & Co. claim that they 
should not be held indebted until the 
obligation is proven, and inasmuch as 
certain cases are now pending in the 
courts, and as no court has passed upon 
the matter up to the present time, they | 
believe, in justice to themselves, they 
should be placed upon the same footing 
and be allowed to enjoy the same privi- 
leges as they have heretofore enjoyed in 
their relations with the customs. They | 
therefore request that the refund under 
the Board's decision be made. 

“Inasmuch as under the provisions 
Section 32 of the act of July 24, 1897, 
Department's rulings, additional duty im- 
posed for undervaluation is not to be 
avoided except in the case of manifest 
clerical error, the Department holds that 


as

such duty is not a contingent but an ac- 
tual inbedtedness within the purview of 
the regulations relative to refunds. It 
must, therefore, decline to authorize the 
refund of the $72.80 under the decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers of April 
24, last, pending the decision of the courts 
as to the liability of the importers. You 
will be governed accordingly.”’ 


The effect of this ruling will be very 
important. In the first place, it will be 
seen tha+ it must be applied to an in- 
dividual importer as well as to a cus-

tom broker, and will result in holding 
up all claims for refund, no matter how 
large they may be, so long as the Gov- 
ernment can claim an off-set in the way 
of unpaid duties until the courts have 
adjudicated them. The gravest feature 
of the matter, however, is the fact that 
the refunds due one importer employ- 
ing a custom broker may be put in jeop- 
ardy by an undervaluation made by an- 
other employing the same broker.

Varnish Gums. 

The market for all lines remained to 
a great extent devoid of feature and 
little interest was shown. Compara- 
tively little gum is being melted and 
as the large consumers have had their 
wants well supplied ahead, the quiet 
is all the more pronounced. There is 
no scarcity of gum now in store here, 
but spot buyers are not anxious and 
but little inquiry is received. Kauri 
maintains its same _ strong position, 
though as yet there is no quotable 
change in values. Prices, however, 
are not expected to go lower than 
the present level, owing to the grad- 
ually increasing scarcity of supply in 
New Zealand and is quoted upon the 
basis of from 27 to 29c. for standard, 
according to quantity and seller.

Window Glass, 

The local market moves along in the 
Same quiet, uninteresting sort of way, 
as usual between seasons. The small 
dealers are rather more than well sup- 
plied and demand is only for the 
smaller sizes, which are as scarce as 
ever. There is nothing new in the sit- 
uation, so far as the manufacturers are 
concerned, nor is anything now likely 
to develop much before the time comes 
to prepare for the new fires. It looks

The German Chemical Exhibition. 
BY EMILE GAUTIER. 


It is not a recent thing for those who 
can see a little farther than the end of 
their noses to vie with each other in 
repeating that the exposition of 1900 
would be the hypothesis of German in- 
dustry. They were not heeded; they 
were even looked at a little askance; 
for in certain circles, where the ostrich 
is imitated, the rule is that the superi- 
ority of others cannot be announced 
without committing a sacrilege. 

A few visits to the Champ de Mars 
are sufficient, alas, to convince oneself 
that these pessimists were not alto- 
gether wrong, and that the German in- 
dustrial exhibition is something mar- 
velous, extraordinary, “kollosal,” ag 
they would say on the other side of 
the Rhine, 

To give to this exhibition all the am- 
plitude required to produce the effect 
which they had every right to expect, 
our neighbors must have made tre- 
mendous efforts; they have spared 
neither time nor money, which they 
spent with a lavish hand; they added to 
these the reasoning, the intelligent dis- 
cipline, the method, the precision and 
the tenacity of their race; everybody 
has contributed, from the Emperor to

ed alike by the desire for the national 
success. But if the effect was heroic, 
the success was triumphant, especially 
in the departments of chemistry and 
electricity. 

What can be more striking, for ex- 
ample, than the German exhibit of 
chemical industries? Everybody should 
go and see it. Even the uninstructed 
would come away amazed. As for the 
initiated, it would simply floor them, to 
use a popular expression. But the en- 
thusiasm it would awaken should be 
mingled with a little humiliation at the 
thought that chemistry in which the 
French were once so eminent had to 
pass through foreign hands to reach 
such heights. 

Our chemical industry still occupies 
an important place in the world; we 
shall soon doubtless have an oppor- 
tunity to show that. But there is urg- 


ent need for us to cry to it: Strain 
every nerve! 
Impersonal and collective, the Ger- 


man chemical exhibit is situated in the 
center of the Hall of Chemical Indus- 
tries. It consists of a series of 28 uni- 
form cases of glass and oak in pure 
Renaissance style, whose elegance, to- 
gether with an allegorical group in salt 
and a supreb bronze representing the 
genius of science, bears witness that 
the Germans are not as indifferent to 
artistic considerations as some super- 
ficial thinkers are inclined to say. 

The exhibit is organized by a central 
committee composed of Dr. Holtz, pres- 
ident; Dr. Martius, vice-president, and 
Messrs. Boettinger, Kroemer and Hau- 
eisen, and is divided into eight groups. 

Group I. is devoted to the greater 
chemical industry in general (president, 
Dr. J. Stroof). Here is found the potash 





salts industry of Strassfurt, of which 
Germany exports nearly twenty mill- 
ions worth a year, has, so to speak, a 
monopoly. Here also is that yellow 
liquid in which all metals, except iron, 
would dissolve like sugar in water— 
liquid chlorine, obtained by electroly- 
sis, Common salt, chlorate of sodium, 
has been decomposed by electricity.

afterward by well known means.

They bear witness to the excellence 
of the new method invented by Hans 
Goldschmidt and known as Alumino- 
thermy, which utilizes the formidable 
temperature of the combustion of alu- 
minium. When metallic oxides are 
heated in the presence of aluminium, 


such a heat is developed in the crucibles 
that nothing can resist it and that the 
most refractory metals can be welded 
together. Alumina itself is melted and, 
on cooling, is transformed into corun- 
dum studded with little artificial rubies.

Group II. (president, Dr. A. Merck) 
contains the pharmaceutical products 
for which Germany indisputably holds 
the record, from the alkalolds, anti- 
pyrine and saccharine, to the serums of 
Pehring and Koch, and those magnifi- 
cent substances called ‘‘radio-actives,” 
on which the radiography of to-mor- 
row will operate. 

Group III. (president, Mr. Voigt) is 
that of smaller chemical industry with 
rare earths, the generators of incan- 
descence; photographic products be- 
ginning with eikonogen, orthochromatic 
plates, etc.; while Group IV. (president, 
Mr. Stueckelen) is reserved for mineral 
cclors, lacquers, varnishes and prod- 
ucts extracted from bone, such as gela- 
tine and glue. 

The artificial perfumes, which are lit- 
tle by little crowding out the natural 
perfumes, form Group VII. (president, 
Dr. A. Steche). This is another spe- 
clalty in which Germany is almost 
without a rival, thanks to the regretted 
Tiemann, who discovered vanllline, 
heliotropine and artificial violets. 

Group VIII. (president, Dr. Heraeus) 
is devoted to utensils of all kinds that 
are employed in chemistry, from the

But the acme and culmination of the 
exhibit Is to be found in Groups V. and 
VIL., presided over by Dr. Brunck, di- 
rector of the Badische Anilin and Soda 
Fabrik, and a member of the jury. 
Here, in a logical and suggestive order, 
are arranged the derivatives of coal- 
tar benzine, from which the aniline 
dyes are obtained; naphthaline, which 
is used to manufacture artificial in- 
digo and azo-coloring matters, and, 
finally, anthracene, the source of arti- 
ficial madder. All this is surmounted 
by a pile of coal representing exactly 
the quantity of raw material from 
which the collection was produced. 

Nevertheless, the industry of coal- 
tar coloring matters did not originate 
in Germany. It is of French and Eng- 
lish origin. But that does not prevent 
it from vegetating to-day in England 
as well as in France, while in Germany 
ic reigns supreme in numerous works 
a single one of which employs no less 
than 6,500 workmen and 150 chemists— 
dceetors of science. 

The appearance of large quantities 
of the Badische Anilin and Soda Fab- 
rik’s artificial indigo in the market in 
1£97, for example, dealt such a blow to 
the indigo plantations of India that 
they were seriously endangered. In 
two years the area of the indigo fields 
ot Northwestern Hindoostan decreased 
from 1876 to 953 square kilometers. In 
the same way the discovery (also Ger- 
man) of chemical madder formally 
compassed the complete ruin of the 
provencial cultivation of madder. 

To be sure, the process for the syn- 
thesis of indigo employed by the Ba- 
dische Anilin and Soda Fabrik is not 
the only one there is. Others are 
known, one of them starting with To- 
luene. But all the factories In the 
world would be insufficient to produce 
toluene enough to supply the demand. 
The process of the Badische Anilin and 
Soda I‘abrik, moreover, has the merit 
of getting indigo which is very valua- 
ble from naphthalene which costs al- 
most nothing. 

I will stop here, having said enough, 
apparently, to give a summary idea of 
the prodigious development of that 
German industry whose’ crushing 
shadow falls upon us, but which has 
nevertheless worked gloriously—why 
not recognize it—for the fortune, the 
power and the comfort of the human 
race? 

We may depiore the fact that on this 
account we do not occupy any longer 
so great a place in the domain which 
was formerly ours; but it is not sinning 
against patriotism—on the contrary—to 
salute the work accomplished by oth- 
ers with admiration, respect and even 
gratitude.—Le Figare.

LINSEED.—Previous to the advance 
in prices on Wednesday last consider- 
able Western and State oil was sold 
here at 61@63c., about 5 cars. As stated 
above, the crushers raised the price 2c., 
making city 67@69c. and Western and 
State oil at 67c., boiled being 2c. over 
the price for raw. There are indica- 
tions that a further advance will be 
made before September closes, as the 
stock of oil in all sections of the coun- 
try is exceedingly small, as few crush- 
ers are now running, and these are 
daily growing less. There was a sale 
of 25 cars of State oil made early in 
the week for October forward at 45c., 
delivered at Western points, and other 
small sales at 46c., but at the close 
neither crushers or buyers were in- 
clined to entertain further negotiations. 

COTTONSEED REFINED.—The firm 
tone of the market noted at the close 
of our last has been further strength- 
ened by the free buying on the part of 
the home trade, especially the com- 
pound refiners. More oil has been sold 
this week than appears on the surface 
and the strong factor of these sales is 
that they will go direct into consump- 
tion and not appear as oil again on the 
market. Stocks are unusually low for 
this period of the year and should the 
present home demand continue the 
small stocks now held in various parts 
of the country will not be sufficient to 
supply any important demand until the 
new oil appears on the market, unless 
some unforseen influence arises to de- 
press the lard market. 40c. or even bet- 
ter will be reached for cotton oil before 
the new season opens. During the past 
few days there have been several im- 
portant inquiries from France for oil, 
though they are still from 1@11éc. be- 
low this market, It shows that they are 
beginning to realize what the situation 
here is, and if they want further sup- 
plies of oil for August and September 
they must get aboard the “band 
wagon” at once and pay the price de- 
manded. Sellers, for the first time 
this season, are masters of the 
situation, and are ina position to 
dictate terms themselves rather 
than be obliged to get down 
on their knees, not in supplication to a 
higher power for spiritual guidance, but 
persuading these foreign buyers to help 
them out with the overstocks of oil 
which they may have had on hand. 
Northern Europe is taking considerable 
stocks of oil for July-September ship- 
ment at satisfactory prices, and further 
business could be done if sellers felt 
that the home demand would not be 
sufficient to absorb present stocks. 
There have been a few speculative lots 
of oil sold for first half of October at 
34c., but later it was reported that sales 
of prime yellow had been made for 
late July-August, September and Oc- 
tober at 37c. There has been a large 
business done in new Texas crude for 
September and October at 23c up to 
25c., loose, the sales aggregating sev- 
eral thousand barrels, but later mills 
becasne indifferent about selling further 
lots at these prices. There have also 
been sales of 2,500 bbls. prime crude 
spot at 29c., loose, f. 0, b. Memphis. 
This will clean that market of nearly 
all the import lots of old crude left. 
The market closes with 38@39c. asked 
for prime yellow for July-August, with 
37c. bid, though a few small lots have 
been closed out at 374%@37%c. Sales 
have also been made of from 10 to 25 
tanks of a choice bleaching oil, but for 
private reasons prices have not been 
made public. In addition to these sales 
which have come to the surface, are 
5,000 bbls. prime yellow for August at 
37c., 2,500 bbls. do at 37c. for July, 2,000 
bbls. do at 38c., 700 bbls. do at 37c., 
5,000 bbls. prime yellow at 34@34%c., 
loose, delivered at Chicago; 1,000 bbls.

COD.—News from the Newfoundland 
fisheries is of a meagre sort, and rather 
discouraging at that. Fishing is only 
moderately good at best, and in many 
places is reported unusually poor. New 
oil has not arrived in quantities suf- 
ficient to affect the market. Prices are 
higher than last year, and range be- 
tween 36 and 388 cents to the jobbing 
trade. Domestic is quoted again at 
from 33 to 35c. 


DEGRAS.—The market for English 
degras is bare, and must remain so um- 
til present contracts have been filled, 
which will be likely from one to two 
months. Prices are firm under the cir- 
cumstances for any little that can be 
picked up. Consumers have taken a 
little German degras at current figures 
of 254.@2%. There is little demand for 
French, which moves in a small jobbing 
way at from 5 to 5%c, 

LARD OIL.—Following the course of 
the base material at Chicago, there was 
an unsteadiness in the market here, re- 
sulting in frequent but minor fluctua- 
tions. The week closed, however, much 
as it began, and upon the same basis 
of value, quotations ranging between 56 
and 58 cents for prime quality. Con- 
siderable shipments were made, both 
abroad and throughout the domestic 
market, upon contract orders, but com- 
paratively little new business was 
booked, though inquiries lead to the 
fair supposition of good business in the 
near future, 

MENHADEN.—No important sales of 
crude were reported during the past 
week, most of the business done having 
been resales by those who had con- 
tracted for the Fisheries Company’s 
production, and this business has been 
done at 25@26c. The Fisheries’ entire 
production has been contracted for, 
one-quarter going for export and three- 
quarters to the home trade, and all 
said to be on the basis of 25c. for A 
grade. Fishing has not been satisfac- 
tory during the past week, nor have the 
fish yet appeared off the coast of 
Maine, consequently the offerings of oil 
by outside makers is not large; but they 
quote 25@26c., as to holder. There is 
now some apprehension that the sea- 
son will not be better than the two pre- 
ceding, but there is still time for a large 
production of oil if the fish appear in 
sufficient numbers, Southern oil is 
quoted at 21@28c., as to location. There 
has been some inquiry for export, but 


it has as yet resulted in no business. 
It is said considerable quantities are 
required. Bleached and pressed oils are 
in light request and rule steady at pre- 
vious quotations. 


NEATSFOOT.—A quiet yet steady 
market ruled throughout the week, 
which closed without variation, either 
in price or feature. If anything, there 
Was a firmer tone, but quotations of the 
previous week are repeated upon the 
basis of 60@62c. for white and 48@50c. 
for prime. 


RED.—One or two cars arrived dur- 
ing the week, and were quickly snapped 
up. There was not sufficient, however, 
to make amends for the continued 
scarcity, and the market is again bare 
of saponified, which is still firm, though 
not quotably higher at 5c.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
week developed considerable activity 
and the market showed more life than 
for many weeks past. Receipts at 
yard New York were unusually heavy, 
aggregating 2,059 barrels, while deliv- 
eries amounted to 1,508 barrels, leaving 
a heavy stock of 1,886 barrels at the 
close on Friday. While canners and 
varnish makers were more active buy- 
ers from spot than for some time past, 
the bulk of the heavy deliveries were 
made on contract orders. Business on 
Thursday alone reached upwards of 
1,000 barrels. The steady demand and 
a rather bullish tone in the South 
made holders conservative in their 
views. The market rose quickly from 
46%c. for machines, the ruling price on 
Monday, to 47¢c., at which figure it 
closed firm at the end of the week. The 
firmness on the part of holders had 
something of a dampening effect. Free 
buying was checked and to-day sales 
were confined again to jobbing lots. 
The situation was strong in all the 
Southern markets. Savannah closed 
firm at 44c., Charleston at 42%4c. and 
Wilmington at 42%.@43c. There was, 
if anything, a tendency rather to ad- 
vance at these points owing to heavy 
buying on export account, notwith- 
standing that the floods have sub- 
sided to some extent and receipts have 
been more liberal. The tank steamer 
Tris is about due at Savannah and will 
take from 10,000 to 12,000 barrels for 
European markets. This, too, lent con- 
siderable strength to the situation and 
excited outside buying to some extent. 

ROSIN.—AIl grades were considera- 
bly firmer, notwithstanding heavy re- 
ceipts, which have swelled the stock in 
yard from 22,843 barrels at the first of 
the week to 31,072 at the close on Fri- 
day. Active buying in the Southern 
markets strengthened the views of 
holders there, and at Savannah there 
Was an all round advance of 5 cents 
upon all grades. Receipts at New York 
were unusually heavy, amounting to 
over 13,000 barrels, while deliveries ag- 
gregated upwards of 5,000 barrels. Of 
the stock, however, a considerable por- 
tion is held against contracts, and is 
not available. Demand has been prin- 
cipally for pales, which have been the 
most active feature here. N. and W. G. 
advanced 10c. to $2.70 and $2.85, respect- 
ively, and W. W. went up 5c., closing 
at $3.10. The asking price for the other 
grades averages also 5c. higher, except 
for strained and good strained, which 
are again quoted $1.55 and $1.57%, re- 
spectively. F. and G. rosins are still 
scarcer. There is no doubt considerable 
stock, but it is not available for the 
open market. The same may be said of 
N., W. G. and W. W. to a lesser ex- 
tent. 

TAR AND PITCH.—The situation is 
but little changed, if at all. Tar is in 
light demand, and, as stocks are not 
heavy, holders exhibit no anxiety to sell 
at current quotations. It is a waiting 
market, with the chances of an advance 
when consumers are forced in. Receipts 
continue light and the available supply 
short. Regulars are quoted at $1.95 and 
oil barrels $4.00. Pitch remains in the 
same quiet way and moves slowly 
along at from $1.70 to $1.80, as previous- 
ly quoted.

has been the incoming of a wildcat in 
Doddridge county, which showed an 
unexpectedly large production, but its 
importance is due more to the fact of 
its location, as it is believed to assure 
a large area of prolific territory miles in 
advance of what were previously re- 
garded as the limits of development 
in that direction. There have been 
rather more dry holes reported, some 
in locations regarded as important, and 
these are regarded as condemning con- 
siderable territory, although operations 
are being prosecuted in their vicinity 
in the hope of better luck. The pipe 
line reports for June have, however, 
been the principal feature of interest, 
and these make a rather interesting 
exhibit, although showing little varia- 
tion in the amount of production and 
deliveries from the May report. There 
was a decrease in production of about 
80,000 barrels, and of about 46,000 bar- 
rels in deliveries, but there has been 
an increase of over 790,000 barrels in the 
net stocks held by the pipe lines. This 
is a larger accession to stocks than was 
expected, and producers are conse- 
quently apprehensive of further reduc- 
tions in the price of the product, al- 
though they hope the deliveries will in- 
crease and thus prevent prices drop- 
ping to a point where small wells will 
cease to pay. There has been little 
done on the exchanges.

INTRODUCTION OF MACHINERY 
PHILIPPINES. 


Tloilo, Isle de Panay, P. I., 
May 12, 1900. 


the American troops arrived 
here last year and began garrisoning 
cities and towns in the islands of Lu- 
zon, Panay, Cebue, Minandao and Ne- 
gros, some very marked improvement 
in the vehicle and industrial machin- 
ery business has occurred. Less than 
two years ago there were but a very 
few wheeled vehicles in use in the 
islands of the Philippine group, and 
the requests for oils for the purpose 
of lubrication of axles, bearings and 
other parts of the carriage work re- 
quiring oil were exceedingly small. 
For something like two hundred years 
natives have been using a drag sled 
which is hitched behind a bull or cari- 
bou. This sled had of course no fric- 
tional bearings for wheels, and there- 
fore requires no oil. 3ut about 100 
years ago, the natives commenced to 
use a sort of a cart, made in imitation 
of Spanish bull carts, and these carts 
may now be found in extensive use 
throughout the island. Something like 
twenty-five years ago, Spain shipped 
old, broken-down two-wheeled 
cabs here, and these have in 
service in Manila, Iloilo, and one or 
two other of the leading port cities and 
towns. These cabs were in bad con- 
dition when sent here, and they are 
worse now, having been repaired and

changed over many times by local 
natives. 
NO IDEA OF LUBRICATION, 


The average native is not a mechanic, 
by any means, and has no idea of the 
value of lubrication or its application 
to frictional parts. Often the bearings 
of the wheels of carriages and carts 
are permitted te run for weeks perfect- 
ly dry, squeaking badly the meanwhile, 
and often cutting and burning into the 
shaft and hub bearings to such an ex- 
tent as to ruin both. Sometimes, when 
the hubs get so heated as to produce 
smoke, the natives will apply water, 
soap, ete., but for some reason they 
seldom use the right remedy. The na- 
tive cabman is indeed a shiftless fel- 
low, so far as the care of the mechani- 
cal part of his equipment is concerned. 
He allows earthy matter to collect 
about the hubs of his cab, and has no 
system whatever for the care of his 
outfit. Then, to the carts. These 
are in use In large numbers throughout 
the islands for the traffic of dyewoods 
to the seaports, sugar to shipping 
points from the mills in the interior 
and the moving of goods from the 
wharves to the interior points. The 
owners of these carts, like the cab- 
men, lack all ideas of the proper main- 
tenance of bearings. They permit them 
to wear out of shape, and will rum carts 
with the

wheels wobbling against the 
hody of the cart so badly as to cause 


the wheels to act like brakes. The re- 
sult of this neglect of the oiling of 
wheel bearings causes many break- 


downs on the road, and many a e¢art is 
sent to the smith’s prematurely simply 
for lack of care of bearings. 
AND OTHER MACHINERY 
LECTED THE SAME WAY. 
There have always been a large num- 
ber of sugar mills in operation in the 
islands of the Philippine group, and in 
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nearly all of these your correspondent 
noticed that the brass sleeves of the 
engine bearings, the bushings of the 
rolls in the cane-pressing machinery, 
and, in fact, every part of the pumping 
and general machinery of the mills, 
was in poor condition, simply because 
of lack of lubrication, In some mills 
the machinery appeared to be doing 
bad work from this cause, and the

In some places the machinery 
due to the burning out 


certain important bearings, which 
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PINE 
could not be replaced without sending 
to the builders of the machines. In 
others the bearings were patched in all 
manner of form, some of the boxes be- 
ing bound up with wires and split 
bamboo, all of which indicated the 
shiftlessness of the machinist of the 
plant. The only other machinery in use 
in the islands up to within a few 
months ago was some presses employed 
in the baling of the tobacco crops. This 
machinery, like that of the vehicles 
and the sugar mills, was probably suit- 
able for lubrication at the bearings 
when made by the manufacturers, but 
in its present stage was totally unfit 
for service. This lack of judgment in 
the care of machinery and vehicle bear- 
ings in these islands is, of course, due 
to several causes, the principal of which 
being that there is no proper oil avail- 
able. 

LACK OF PROPER LUBRICATING OILS 

Spain always kept everything useful, 
modern and desirable out of these isl- 
ands, and sent here only the rejected 
trash. In the drygoods stores of the 
islands one finds immense stocks of 
poor goods, unfit for use. In one store 
I saw a case of shoes all rights and no 
lefts. Often the stockings are all un- 
dersized. Bicycles, sewing machines, 


ete., are all of the first patterns made, 


and dumped here to work off on the 
natives. The hats are of last century’s 


pattern, and so on with all things sent 
here up to the time of the arrival of 
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the American soldiers. Previous to this 
event the natives had to do with what 
oil they could make themselves from 
the cocoanut, or secure it from parties 
engaged in the making of candles from 
the fats of the caribou. These oils 
were always inferior for lubricating 
purposes, and many good bearings 
have been ruined by them. The ship- 
ping which touched at these islands 
usually brought their lubricating oils 
with them, and the native sugar-mill 
owners and some of the owners of carts 


and vehicles managed to purchase, at 
high prices, small quantities of oils 
and greases from the captains, 


NEW MACHINERY OPENING LARGE

Two or three weeks ago enterprising 
parties in England sent several hun- 
dred nice two-wheeled vehicles to Ma- 
nila, Iloilo and other important cities 
of the islands, and these carriages were

andao. In addition to the large num- 
ber of vehicles coming in for service in 
these islands, the Government is ship- 
ping many army wagons here, and ex- 
press companies are starting to carry 


packages, freight and mails, and 
these, taken together, will make 
a good business in axle greases. Then 
there is the unlimited field in sugar 


machinery, wood working machinery 
and the machines for the machine 
shops. The wood working industry 
alone wil shortly open a large field for 
lubricating oils. The immense forests 
of rich hard woods of the Philippines 
are to be worked by capitalists who are 
now here and who are considering the 
best means for the establishment of 
central points in all of the islands for 
putting in offices and plants for hand- 
ling the great woody growths. There 
are high grades of mahogany woods 
here being used by the natives for 
building pens for their cattle, while the 
best and most costly of black walnuts 
are frequently chopped for fire wood. 
The natives do not know the value of 
the hard woods here, but the American 
soldiers have seen these woods and 
have written home about them. There- 
fore the time is near when modern 
American wood working machinery will 
be in action in the forests and in the 
mills of these islands, and much oil 
will be required for the purposes of 
lubrication. Then there are printing 
offices being opened, and oils will be 
used for the bearings of the presses, The 
farming industries of the islands are 
also being looked into, and within the 
year there will be improved harvest- 
ing and other machinery here to take 
the place of the wood plow and the 
bamboo farming tools of the native. 
There are prospectors in the hills find- 
ing indications of paying dirt, and al- 
ready mining machinery has been or- 
dered to be sent here and set up and 
used. Then there are the machine 
shops which are springing up every- 
where. The Government has put in 
some of these shops and also some ice 
making plants. All the machinery in 
these require oils. The water powers 
of the islands are to be used in some 
places and even now there are several 
turbines on the wharf at Iloilo ready 
for service somewhere in the interior. 
Lubricating oils and greases of all 
kinds will soon find a profitable and 
extensive market in these islands. 

NATIVE CARTS HAVE POOR FIXINGS AT 

THE HUBS. 

The native vehicles, most of which 
came originally from Spain, and which, 
in imitating, the natives have made 
even worse when building, are provided 
with inferior bearings for the wheel 
hubs, one of which is shown in Figure

bolts. The wooden portion of the hub 
is fitted with a brass or iron sleeve and 
this serves to slide around with the 
hub. But there is no adequate protec- 
tion from dust and there is always 
considerable dust in the air in these 
islands. No rains fall from November 
to June, and the roads get dry and 
dusty. Street watering has not yet 
come to pass, and the thick dust settles 
on everything. Much of it works into 
the sides of these bearings and gets 
into the parts and cuts them.

I saw some of the 
natives in a carriage repair shop split 
the ends of the bolts after the nuts 
had been adjusted, while others bent 
the end of the bolt over as at h, so as 
to get a firmer hold.

Again I saw 
some of them head wp both ends of 
bolts as at j j and the last illustration. 
But American machinists are gradually 
coming to these islands and before long 
most of the shops will have one or 
more trained white machinists to direct 
matters of repair and construction, and 
then the oils and greases employed will 
not only be used under proper condi- 
tions, but to larger extent.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, July 12, 1900. 
The most encouraging sign of the 
week is the abatement of the crop 
damage fever, brought about by the 
rapid development of the possibilities 
of the flax crop and a knowledge that 
the crop damage stories from the 
Northwest have been very much over- 
stated. The local rains in the North- 
west were so general as to have 
covered the entire country, and the im- 
provement in crops bears out the pre- 
vious estimates of the fertility of North 
Dakota under moisture. The gain in 
flax is reported by unbiased but thor- 
oughly well informed men who have 
traveled extensively over the flax dis- 
tricts this week as something marvel- 
ous, and they report that what a per- 
son may look for is the at present to- 
tally unexpected—a much larger crop 
than any one up to now has antici- 
pated. If there is a surprise in store 
it is for those who have been anticipat- 
ing a short crop. The general rains in 
the Northwest will in all likelihood 
save all the late sown flax in North 
Dakota, and, even admitting a reason- 
able damage, there should be a crop in 
that State with continued good weather 
of 10,000,000 bushels. Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska and Missouri have had good 
crops, and South Dakota and Minne- 
sota fairly good ones, and the acreage 
in the latter State has increased 10 per 
cent. The acreage in North Dakota 
has practically doubled, and the con- 
dition of the fields is no different from 
what it has been in previous dry 
springs. The early seed that had any 
covering of soil has come up and is 
approaching maturity. The other sow- 
ings lay dormant until rains came. 
These formed the larger part of the 
seed sown, and, with the necessary 
moisture all this seed came up and will 
under ordinary conditions produce a 
good crop. The fact that flaxseed will 
resist a slight moisture and that it re- 
quires considerable dampness to start 
it, gave the early impression that many 
fields would be a total loss, but the 
same fields are now fields of promise. 
To those who have studied the nature 
and strength of the flax plant and the 
fertility of North Dakota soil when 
moisture is applied this caused no sur- 
prise, It renews their belief that with

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favorable conditions from now on there 
will be a bouncing big crop, and that 
there will be a big crop anyhow, even 
should the conditions be less favor- 
able. The drought that so seriously 
affected wheat was seized upon by the 
speculative element in flax, and with 
the air full of crop scares it was an easy 
matter to stampede the market. Now 
the trade is coming to its soberer senses 
and sees a prospect for a fair crop after 
all. Later on they are apt to go to the 
other extreme. In the latter part of 
July they will have more definite 
knowledge as to the probabilities of the 
crop, for by that time, if no danger in- 
tervenes, the growing plant will be 
safe and there will remain only the 
question of fairly good weather during 
harvest. In the northern districts there 
will be a wide range in the maturity 
of the crop. Some seed that had been 
planted early did not start until after 
the dry spell, and its maturity will be 
delayed, while the seed that started 
before the dry spell will in the mean- 
time come to maturity. So that during 
August and part of September there 
will be fields ripening. The northern 
sections sometimes get a frost by the 
first of September. Should such frost 
come this year it will catch some of 
the very late flax, but the harm will 
not be so great, for the seed by that 
time will have formed and will pro- 
duce a crop of immature seed, which 
still will produce oil. The product from 
immature seed does not affect the value 
of the oil for paint purposes, but its 
light color creates a prejudice against 
it. It can, however, be utilized in boil- 
ing without any great loss in value, 
say %s. The Southwest are generally 
harvesting now and are asking for bids 
for this week's shipment. The seed will 
probably be thrashed in the field and 
shipped from there, as present prices 
are tempting, in view of the bettered 
condition of the large acreage in the 
Northwest. Seed to arrive for prompt 
shipment from the Southwest has sold 
below $1.40, and for August at $1.37. 
Bids at September price did not move 
much, but with cash at $1.80 it is not 
surprising that parties having flax con- 
tracted for and ready or about ready 
to ship do not like to accept $1.40 or 
under while cash seed is listed so much 
higher. The same thing holds true 
now as reported in previous weeks, that 
it is difficult for any outside the com- 
bination to buy or sell at the market. 
This has driven all bu@ the insiders 
out of the flax market and reduced 
speculation to a minimum. As to the 
foreign situation, the reports from 
Russia are conflicting, and would in- 
dicate that some of the reports are 
manufactured with a view to their 
market effect. Mail advices from Am- 
sterdam under date of June 29 state 
that in some districts in Russia the 
crop of linseed is entirely lost. Cables 
of July 10 state that these reports on 
the Russian crop are unreliable, and 
that an increased amount of seed is 
being offered by that country. While 
the reports from Russia generally are 
conflicting, there is as yet nothing re- 
liable to show that Russia will have 
less than her usual crop.',, (Conserva- 
tive men cannot see less than 25,000,- 
000 bushels for the American crop, and 
it looks as though foreigners will have 
to take 7,000,000 bushels to keep the 
price above the dollar mark. The fol-

The crop conditions were productive 
of selling orders in this market early in 
the week, and the price for futures de- 
clined 3c. for September and 5c. for 
October. After this the price changes 
were unimportant. Trading was light, 
averaging hardly 30,000 bushels a day 
the last few days, and there was little 
or no demand.

LINSEED OIL.—The demand for lin- 
seed oil is better than is usual at this 
time of year. Stocks in dealers’ hands 
have been reduced to a minimum. Buy- 
ers are meeting their requirements 
from day to day. These requirements 
are larger than usual for so late in 
the season. The above are the reasons 
given by the sellers for advancing oil 
Wednesday morning to 66c. for raw in 
carlots f. o. b. Chicago, an advance of 2c. 
over the price that has held uniform for 
the last ten weeks. The advance hardly 
comes in the nature of a surprise to 
those who have kept posted as to the 
actual conditions in the oil market. The 
stocks of oil in crushers’ hands to-day 
are in the hands of the American Lin- 
seed Oil Co. There probably is no other 
crusher in the country to-day who has 
suflicient stock to fill orders for round 
lots. The supply from now to Sept. 1 
is therefore in the hands of one dealer, 
and that party can ask the price he 
thinks best for the oil that will be re- 
quired by the trade during that time. 
It is possible to put the price so high as 
to stop consumption, but it is not likely 
the controlling factor would curtail the 
trade by going to that extreme. How- 
ever, it would not be at all surprising 
to see 70c. oil between now and Sep- 
tember. And on the other hand there is 
no likelihood of any lower prices until 
new oil comes into the market. The 
price of new oil depends so much upon 
the crop conditions of the country that 
it is impossible to predict what the 
value of the new product will be, ex- 
cept to base the estimate on the future 
price of seed. The price of flaxseed will 
probably follow the foreign value for 
export, but the present relation of oil to 
seed is dissolved in view of the fact that 
the stocks of oil are in the hands of one 
party. 

CORN OIL.—This oil is firmer, due to 
a better export business. Sales for the 
week were 4,000 barrels for export and 
something over 1,000 in the domestic 
market. The price is unchanged from 
last week at 42\c. a gallon. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE.—There is a 
lull in the export cake market. Prices 
are unchanged at $25@25.50 September 
and October West. Buyers on the 
other side cable they cannot get on 
with our prices, but sellers here are 
unchanged in their views, hence no 
transactions of importance have taken 
place during the last few days. There 
have been clearances of quite large 
quantities for Continental ports re- 
cently, and this fact has undoubtedly 
operated to dampen the enthusiasm of 
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the buyers for the time being. Nearly 
15,000 sacks have been shipped East by 
lake for export within a month. The 
clearances for the rest of the season 
are expected to be moderate. The 
United Kingdom reports very small 
stocks on hand and prospects for busi- 
ness from that source are more en- 
couraging. The advance in corn is un- 
doubtedly lending strength to the po- 
sition of cake. The Amsterdam market 
early in the week was firm on reports 
of Russian damage, but later the re- 
ports were discredited by cables. 

CORN OIL CAKE.—An advance of 
50c. a ton on corn oil cake brings the 
price this week up to $25 a short ton 
e. i. f. Hamburg, netting $19.75 Chicago. 
There increased business and a 
prospect for higher prices, influenced 
by higher prices for corn. The dis- 
tribution for the week exceeded 4,000 
tons, the deliveries of part of which ex- 
tended over future months. As the 
production of corn cake is but 3,500 tons 
a month, these large sales exerted a 
strengthening influence, and makers 
report a strong demand from the other 
side. 

LARD.—The lard market is steady, 
with some improvement noted in the 
cash trade. There is a better demand, 
and European markets seem to be in 
better shape. The whole fat line, 
straight through, is strong, and brok- 
ers look for a better trade. The re- 
ceipts of hogs are small, and stocks of 
everything lighter than they were a 
year ago. It is argued that if there is 
any trade at all the price should ad- 
vance. Another thing. Ribs have been 
staying about l6c. above the price of 
lard. When ribs are higher than lard 
more of the product is turned into ribs. 
When lard is the higher, more lard is 
made. From the fact that ribs are rel- 
atively the higher, it is argued the pro- 
duction of lard is lessened. And yet a 
good deal depends upon the cash trade. 
The cash trade is the consumer—the 
man who puts the article into con- 
sumption. There was an improvement 
this week in the demand for cash

Reciprocity Treaty with Germany. 


Washington, July 13, 1900. 
The important announcement is offi- 
cially made here that a_ reciprocity 


treaty has been concluded by Secretary 
Hay and Mr. Von Holleben, the Ger- 
man <Ainbassador, on behalf of the 
United States and Germany, respective- 
ly, under the terms of Section 3, of the 
Dingley Act. The convention has been 
forwarded to Canton, O., for President 
McKinley’s signature, and will be pro 
mulgated in a few days. In the mean- 


time the officials maintain the closest 
reiicence as to the character of the 
agreement, but certain important de- 


tails can nevertheless be presented. 
The mere fact that a reciprocity treaty 
has been concluded is regarded here as 
much more important than the question 
as to the particular articles that may 
be affected by the convention itself, for 
the reason that it is assumed 
negotiation of this convention will, to 
a material extent, off-set the activities 
of the agrarian interest in Germany, 
which has so persistently attacked im- 
portant American products, including 
meats, lard, cotton-seed oil, ete. 

Like the recently promulgated con- 
vention with Portugal, the new treaty 
has been negotiated under Section 3 of 
the Dingley Act, which authorizes the 
President to make reciprocal trade ar- 
rangements along certain lines, and 
Which not require to be submitted 
to the Senate for ratification. This 
section provides that the President 
may enter into negotiations with coun- 
tries producing argols, brandies, cham- 
pagne, still wines, vermuth, paintings, 
statuary, etce., with a view to the ar- 
rangement of commercial agreements 
in which reciprocal and equivalent con-

cessions may be secured in favor of the | 


products and manufactures of the 
United States, and whenever the gov- 
ernment of any country producing the 
articles mentioned shall enter into a 
commercial agreement with the United 
States making concessions in favor of 
American products or manufactures, 
which, in the judgment of the Presi- 





dent, shall be reciprocal and equivalent, 
he is authorized to make important re- 
ductions which are specified in the du- 


ies on the articles mentioned when 
im] fed from the country in question. 
it ill thus be seen that the President’s 
iuthority to grant concessions to the 
foreign governments entering into the 
reciprocal treaties is limited to certain 
articles specitied by law, while, on the 
other hand, the statute does not par- 
tivularize the articles produced in the 
United States upon which the foreign 
government shall make concessions. It 
is unofticially stated here, however, 
that in the treaty just concluded the 
United States does not grant the mini- 
mum on champagne, because of the 
pposition of California wine producers. 

Interest naturally centers in the 
question as to what articles of Amer- 


can produce are granted reduced rates 
under the treaty, but no definite official 
information on this point is procurable. 


Special Commissioner Kasson has been 
absent from Washington for several 
days, and other officials being away, 
the usual semi-official news channels 
ive closed. It has been stated, how- 
ever, by the officials of the State De- 
partment that American meats, con- 
cerning Which there has been so much 
ontroversy in recent years, were not 
included in the first draft of the new 
treaty, and have probably been omitted 
from the final text, although they were 


specifically embraced in the reciprocity 


convention proclaimed between the 
United States and France in _ 1898, 
which, by the way, should not be con- 


fused with the pending reciprocity con- 





vention Which the Senate has thus far 
failed to ratify. Being negotiated un- 
ler Section 3, the scope of the new 
treaty is necessarily limited, but it

The Russian Petro'eum Ind: stry 
REPORT BY BRITISH CONSUL STEVENS 


As the petroleum industry forms the | 
groundwork of most branches of trade 
in the Caucasus, I must dwell at some 
length on the subject, and shall, there- 
fove, endeavor to the best of my ability | 
accurate idea of the im- 
this industry has 


to convey an 
mense strides which 
made within recent date, and also in re- 
gard to the state of prosperity which it | 
has attained. Seeing that a very large | 
number of persons in the British Isles 
are now interested in the petroleum in- 
dustry and trade of the world, a good 
many works and periodicals are now | 
being published in the United Kingdom 
on the subject, so that it has been made 
comparatively easy to obtain sound and | 
valuable information on the principal 
points which are most needed to those | 
engaged in dealing with these kind of 
products, but I venture to think that a 
few words from a person who lives in 
close proximity to the places where the 
oil is produced, and who has many op- 
portunities of becoming acquainted 
with the business, will not be out of | 
place here. 
At the opening of the year under re- | 
view the mineral oil industry and trade 
of the Caucasus, although probably not 
in that high state of successful progress | 
which characterized its subsequent ca- 
reer through the year, had nevertheless | 
already attained a more satisfactory 
condition than it had ever before ar- 
rived at, and events from day to day | 
went to prove that mineral oil in the 
various phases in which it is now pre- 
pared had become a very important 
contribution to the necessities of man, 
without which, in the present day, no 
people could conveniently get on. 
From the foregoing remarks, it is evi- 
dent that the year opened with the pe- 
troleum trade of Trans-Caucasus in a 
flourishing condition; a subsequent turn 
of events went to prove that a still 
further enhancement in regard to the 
quantities shipped from Batoum 
the advance in prices was steadily tak-

The immediate effect which the very 
large increase in the prices of oil had on 
the owners of wells near Baku was to 
them to place all the available 
cash they had in purchasing fresh oil- 
bearing lands and extending boring 
operations in all directions, the conse-

took place, which at one period 
of time threatened to have exceedingly 
serious issues, Luckily for business 
people, however, some of the banks 
came forward with credits at fairly 
high rates of interest, and thus enabled 
a large proportion of persons who found 
themselves desperately entangled in 
money matters to tide over the other- 
Wise certain calamity which would have 
befallen them, 

The purchase of additional land and 
the increased activity in boring opera- 
tions brought about a considerable aug- 
mentation in the production of mineral 
oils of every description, and the copi- 
ous demand for petroleum products 
abroad called forth a greater strain on 
the resources of the State railway 
Which towards the autumn of the year 
was not able to convey the immense 
quantities of oil which had to be trans- 
ported from Baku to Batoum with the 
rolling stock at its disposal. 
Under these circumstances, exporters of 
oil, finding themselves hard pushed to 
execute contracts for the supply of pe- 
troleum, were compelled to have _ re- 
course to the same measures’ which 
worked so efficiently in the year 1897,

In spite 
of the assertion that the yield would be even 
smaller than last year’s attenuated result na- 
ture’s cornucopia was rarely so fully stocked 
with poppies as it is this year, and the out- 
look consequently does not warrant strong 
holding. The plague, which, as you may know, 
has recently made its appearance out here, acts 
as a damper on opium. Lankers and capital- 
ists are very cautious in making advances, and 
Smyrna merchants will not venture in the in- 
terior to make purchases or secure consign- 
ments.

Sulphar Mines in Ecuador. 


Mr. Archer Harman, the United 
States concessionaire and builder of 
the Guayaquil and Quito Railway, has 
informed the Governor of the Pichinca 
District, Ecuador, that valuable sul- 
phur mines have been discovered in 
the crater of the extinct volcano of 
Guaqua-Pichinca. The ownership of 
these mines will augment considerably 
the resources already at hand for the 
prompt completion of the railway. 

The deposits, consisting of sublimate 
and flowers of sulphur, are found ad- 
hering to the sides of the crater in 
veins, and, in some instances in solid 
blocks, of decomposed andesite. 

According to the terms of the conces- 
sion received from the Government, 
the Guayaquil and Quito Railway 
Company has denounced this mine, 
and therefore has the exclusive right 
of mining. 
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Kola Nuts. 


Schumann publishes an interesting 
study on this subject, and inter alia 
points out that there are two species of 
kola nuts exported from the African 
coasts between Senegal and Angola. 
The large nut is known locally as 
nguru, and the small as kofoto. The 
latter is undoubtedly the product of 
cola acuminata (the species named by 
Cornw. C. Ballyi). But the large nuts, 
which have generally been attributed to 
this plant also, are given by the author 
to a new species, which he names Cola 
vera, differing from the well-known C. 
acuminata by the following characters: 
The secondary veins in the leaves are 
more prominent in C, vera that in C. 
acuminata, but are usually less numer- 
ous. The under-surface of the leaf is 
also more brilliant in the former spe- 
cles, and the androecium of C, vera is 
sessile, and has only fourteen to sixteen 
anthers, whereas that ef C. acuminata 
is not sessile, and has always twenty 
anthers.

The market during the past week, 
while dull, is steady, with few fluctu- 
ations to be noted in the prices of the 
leading articles. For the next few 
weeks trade undoubtedly will be dull, 
as we are in the midst of the vacation 
period, when not only the glass factor- 
fes are closed, but other consuming 
trades are only working on half time. 
Alkali is steady with a few sales re- 
ported for next fire. Reports from Ohio 
say that owing to the dry spell a 
water famine Is likely to occur. Al- 
ready officials are taking steps to cur- 
tail the use of water. As there are 
many large manufacturing companies, 
including alkali works, located in this 
dry belt, serious trouble may arise in 
the near future unless a heavy rain 
should visit that section. Caustic soda 
{s In fair request for forward, but for 
prompt delivery there is not much call 
and second hands are showing more 
anxiety to sell. Sal soda and bicarb. 
are both meeting with an improved de- 


mand, especially the former, for 
prompt and the latter for fall deliv- 
ery. Chlorate of potash, domestic, is 


easier in all positions, while foreign ts 
in limited stock and held for full prices 
More or less competition is reported in 
tartaric acid, and low prices are re- 
ported for round lots in various con- 
suming centers. Arsenic is firmer tn 
sympathy with a higher foreign mar- 
ket. Nitrate of soda is firmer for ar- 
rival and the same may be said of 
brimstone. The other licht chemicals 
show few changes, as detailed below. 
In their circular, Messrs. Peter R. Mc- 
Quie & Son of Liverpool say:— 


“Heavy chemicals have been very quiet dur- 
ing the past month, espectally chlorine prod- 
ucts, which have met with an 
ef demand: bids are urgently solicited for both 
bleaching powder and chlorate potash, but 
buyers show no Inclination to operate. and few 
transactions are reported. There te still a full 
demand for the small quantity of high test 
caustic soda now available, and soda ash keens 
fairly steady, but the market generally calls 
for very little commen. Messrs. Brunner, Mond 
& Co. have taken over the works of Messrs 
Bowman, Thompson & Co., and will carry 
out existing contracts Fertilizers have ruled 
dull, particularly sulphate of ammonia, which 
has experienced a gradual shrinkage in price, 
and closes with a weak tendency. The spot 
demand for nitrate of soda has been only mod- 
erate, and prompt values have given way slight- 
ly, but there has been a smart inquiry for 
distant arrivals, and the volume of forward 
business would have been larger had there not 
been considerable difficulty in chartering ves- 
sels. The price of sulphate of copper has 
again been officially reduced by the syndicate 
to £24 10s. per ton for June-July shipment, 
and the quotation for later months fixed at 
£24. at which figure a contract for next spring 
is reported. Dried blood continues scarce on 
the spot, though meeting with only a limited 
inquiry. Superphosphates remain steady and 
unchanged. Oils and tallows continued their 
downward course for some time after our last

advices, but, about a week ago, recovered 
themselves very suddenly, yet very effectually; 
the reaction occurred when the most sanguine 
holders were on the point of losing all faith, 
and the change of front all along the line was 
most remarkable. Palm oll ts quoted £2 per 
ton higher than seven days ago, and tallow 
has improved In a very material way. Cocoa- 
nut olls are steadier In sympathy with the

formulae which are often trade secrets, 
and frequently the private property of 
employees. In view of the facts stated, 
I have to inform you that in those cases 
where objection has been made by man- 
ufacturers to furnishing the entire for- 
mula, you are hereby authorized to ac- 
cept as a substantial compliance with the 
regulation a sworn statement showing 
the percentages and kind of imported 
materials used and the percentage of ‘all 
other materials’ without giving the same 
in detail,” 

The Department is disposed, where- 
ever possible, to accommodate manu- 
facturers who are anxious to protect 
their trade secrets, and will make such 
modifications in the practice heretofore 
in vogue as will relieve applicants, pro- 
vided the integrity of the revenue is 


not imperiled.

The general condition of the dye mar- 
ket showed rather more life during the 


past week than for some time. While 
it is hardly the season for extensive 
buying, consumers appeared to show 
rather more interest and 
well distributed orders were received 
for small lots to cover sundry short- 
ages. With the exception of zinc dust, 
which has fallen off a quarter, there 
have been no fluctuations in values 
that may be quoted. Gambier is still 
firm, and consumers are beginning to 
make inquiry and in some cases sundry 
small parcels were sold for immediate 
consumption, which would indicate 
that stocks are getting low again. 
Nutgalls are in the same strong posi- 
tion, with fair prospects for a famine, 


if reports be true. Other lines are 
generally firm and without quotable 
change. 

ALBUMEN.—There is very little 


news from abroad respecting egg albu- 
men, and that little is unsatisfactory. 
The new crop is expected soon and 
some small lots have been offered for 
sale, As yet no sales of consequence 
have been reported. Imports have been 
light and Chinese albumen is out of 
the market for the time being. Prices 
are firm, but without quotable change, 
at from 55c, to 6lc. for egg and 15%@ 
ljc. for blood. There is very little do- 
ing in the latter. 

ANILINE OIL.—Inquiry continues 
light, even for the season, and business 
is proportionately limited. Prices are 
steady without change at from 8%c. to 
10c. 

ANILINE SALT.—There have been 
some inquiries for small prime lots, but 
no business of consequence followed, 
buyers and sellers being somewhat 
apart in their views. The market is in- 
clined to be easy at old current figures. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—A fairly 
steady market ruled during the week, 
though as usual at this season, orders 
were for limited quantities. Prices 
continue steady as before at 94%4@12c. 
for 50 degs. and 11%@l14c. for 60 degs. 

BICHROMATES.—Very little if any 
change can be noted in conditions gov- 
erning the market this week. There 
has been no heavy buying, but a fair 
amount of business was carried 
through in a jobbing way. Deliveries 
upon contracts still keep manufactur- 
ers and agents busy, as the goods are 
freely taken and denote heavy con- 
sumption of the domestic product, 
especially of potash. No change has 
been made in price. Quotations of the 
previous week are again repeated—8éc, 
for potash and 6%@7c. for soda. For- 
eign makes are not offered. 

CUTCH. — Comparatively little, if 
any, interest was shown during the 
week. No business of any importance 
came to light, and the little doing was 
of a minor sort. While stocks are by 
no means heavy, either in store or in 
consumers’ hands, demand is propor- 
tionately light, and the market price is, 
in consequence, kept at such a figure 
that holders are not anxious sellers. 
Prices are repeated as follows: Mat, 
44@5%4c.; refined, 6@7c.; refined in 
boxes, 7144@8c. 

DEXTRINE.—The market continues 
firm, with the tendency upward, in 
spite of the light demand, owing to 
scarcity of the product abroad. Com- 
paratively little interest is shown, how- 
ever, and consumers who are fairly 
well supplied evince no desire to an- 
ticipate their needs. Imported dextrine 
is again quoted 6@7c. and domestic 
54%@6éc. Corn dextrine is quiet also at 
2% @3c. 

DIVI DIVI.—Consumers' continue 
either to show indifference or refuse to 
pay the price demanded. Their wants 
are evidently not over pressing. Very 
little has come in of late, and holders 
here are firm in their views, and show

a number of 


inclination to force the market, 
which remains strong statistically and 
quoted firm at $55 for spot. 
GAMBIER.—Consumers continue to 
show more interest and inquiries are 
more frequent, some of which lead to 
small spot business during the week at 
current quotation of 342@3%c. The sta- 
tistical position of the market is not 
altered since our last report. No great 
quantity has yet been unloaded from 
the Albania. Gambier on this vessel 
is still offered at 3%c. for round lots. 
Goods ex store are held at from 3c. 
to 3%c, for steamer and sailer respec- 
tively. There are no buyers, however, 
as yet at these figures. Reports from 
Singapore quote that market percepti- 
bly higher at 3%c. for August-Septem- 
ber shipenent, but no offers upon these 
terms have been accepted. The whole is 
rather a waiting market, with no one 
willing to take the initiative. Consum- 
ers’ needs are not as yet so very press- 
ing, and if present prices are main- 
tained no bulky business on consumers’ 
account may be expected for probably 
a month or two yet. Besides the 9,500 
bales unloading there are only 22,500 
bales afloat for this port. 
HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
same fairly steady market for the 
season prevails, and while orders out- 
side of contracts are not heavy, small 
jobbing parcels aggregate well for the 
time of year. Prices are again given 
as follows: German casks on spot, $2.10 
@2.20. Kegs, $2.20@2.50.. American 
casks, $1.80@2.00; kegs, $1.90@2.12%. 
INDIGO.—The market continues with- 
out life, nor can there be any improve- 
ment before the season opens for fall 
business. The conditions in India are 
such as under ordinary circumstances 
would lead to advances under anything 
like a steady demand. As it is, the 
market here is quoted firm at the old 
current quotations with no _ buyers. 
Little news of consequence reaches us 
from Calcutta, and for the most part 
it is conflicting. There has been stormy 
weather throughout Lower Bengal and 
possibly a part of Behar, This, how- 
ever, would rather tend to better the 
condition of the crop. At the latter 
place rain was much needed. The hot 
weather previous had wrought consid- 
erable harm, and signs of burning were 
noticeable in the plant. From the 
neighborhood of Mirzapore, however, 
good rain had been reported, and the 
crops there have been proportionately 
refreshed. News from the Northwest- 
ern Provinces is rather encouraging 
and good returns may be expected un- 
less the rainfall should prove excessive 
during the next three months. 
MYRABOLANS.—The local market 
continues in the same quiet way, and 
comparatively little interest is shown. 
Prices are inclined to be firm at cur- 
rent quotations. Advices from Cal- 
cutta report little of importance there, 
business being for the most part con- 
fined to the contract deliveries. No. 1 
quality Is reported weak, with sellers 
willing to make concessions. Stocks of 
No. 2, on the other hand, are light and 
hold firm. 
NUTGALLS.—The scarcity both of 
Chinese and blue Aleppo galls becomes 
more marked each week and nothing 


but comparatively light demand pre- 
vents an absolute famine for either. 


There now appears to be no chance to 
secure China galls at any price abroad, 
and the market here is with poor sup- 
ply. Prices grow naturally firmer and 
higher, but buyers are holding off and 
meet holders’ views only when the 
goods become a necessity. Galls which 
less than three weeks ago were sell- 
ing at 19c., are now almost unobtain- 
able at from 21 to 25c. Blue Aleppo 
in London have advanced again above 
previous quotations. They are now 
held at 115 shillings, or at the equiva- 
lent of 26c. laid down in New York. 
Locally, holders’ views are somewhat 
higher and stocks are in a few hands, 
who ask 25c. From all appearances the 
market will go even higher when de- 
mand becomes more active. 
PRUSSIATES.—No new business of 
consequence comes to light. Consum- 
ers are taking deliveries upon con- 
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tracts, but otherwise are buying spar- 
ingly for current needs. Prices remain 
unchanged. Yellow potash 18%@19c., 


red 37@40c., and prussiate of soda at 
154% @15%4e. 
STARCH.—Little or no interest was 


shown in the market during the week. 
Prices are still high and firm and con. 
sumers will not meet holders’ views. 
The little business offering is of a hand 
to mouth sort. We repeat prices again 
as follows: Corn, 14%@2\%c. in bbls., 
and 1.60@1.70c. in bags; potato, 354@4c; 


rice, 74@9c., and wheat, 10@18c. 
SUMAC.—Somewhat more life was 
noticeable in the market during the 
week. There were several small sales 
from spot stocks and some good sized 
deliveries upon contract orders. Spot 
sales were made upon the basis of 
$55.00 for No. 1 Sicily. At least three 
tons were sold from store at 
this price and ten tons were 
also booked for shipment at $22.50. 


There are other holders, who are firmer 
and higher in their views, who will not 
offer No. 1 from store under $59.00@ 
62.00, and report sales upon this basis. 
TANNIC ACID.—Demand is still ac- 
tive and while no actual advance in 


price has been made the market is, if | 


anything, firmer, owing to the growing 
scarcity of nutgalls. Quotations of the 
previous week, however, still re- 
peated. Commercial at and crys- 
tals at 77@80c.
